THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


Thinks Spain's Sense of Justice Will 


Dictate a Course of Action. 


Washington, March 28.—The presi- 


dent today sent a message to congress 
detailing the incidents connected with 
the loss of the Maine, and repeating 
the findings of the court of inquiry. 
The message says in part: 


"The appalling calamity fell upon the 


people of our country with crushing 
force, and for a brief time an intense 
excitement prevailed, which in a com- 
munity less just and 
self controlled 


than ours might have led to hasty acts 
of blind resentment. This spirit, how- 
ever, soon gave way to the calmer pro- 
cesses of reason and to the resolve to 
investigate the facts and await mate- 
rial proof before forming a judgment 
as to the cause, the responsibility, and, 
as the facts warranted, the remedy. 
This course necessarily recommended 
itself from the outset to the executive, 
for only in the light cf a dispassionate- 
ly ascertained certainty could it de- 
termine the nature and measure of its 
full duty in the matter. 


"The usual procedure was followed, 


as in all cases of casualty or disaster 
to national vessels of any maritime 
state. A naval court of inquiry was at 
once organized, composed of officers 
well qualified by rank and practical 
experience to discharge the. duty im- 
posed upon them. Aided by a strong 
force of wreckers and divers, the court 
proceeded to make a thorough investi- 
gation on the spot, employing every 
available means for the impartial and 
exact determination of the cause of 
the explosion. Its operations have been 
conducted with the utmost delibera- 
tion and Judgment, and v.-hile ar.depend- 


the independence of Cuba, armed inter- 
vention and other decisive and warlike 
steps against Spain. 


Within five minutes after the senate 


convened Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, intro- 
duced a resolution recognizing the in- 
dependence of the Cuban republic.

Mr- Mason rsad his speech from manu- 
script, but it was delivered with all the 
vigor and fire of which he is capable 
The intensity of the feeling of those in 
the galleries was evidenced by the storm 
of applause which was elicited by lis 
declaration that he was for war. 


On the house side it was apparent 


that the Republican majority could be 
no longer controlled by what is known 
as the conservative element led by the 
speaker. Groups of members in a state 
of excitement were to be seen on every 
hand. In each cloak room uiere were 
members listening eagerly while por- 
tions of the Maine testimony were read. 
Members of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee grouped together and 
discussed 


plans and possible future proceedings. 
It was generally acknowledged that a 
serious condition had arisen; that a cri- 
sis was near at hand. It was the opin- 
ion of some of the conservative mem- 
bers that in a day or two the feeling 
would subside and members would not 
be so agitated. Much depends upon the 
next few days. That congress will not 
long remain inactive if some decided 
action is not taken by the administra- 
tion is certain. It is also true that the 
talk of an armistice" caused a great deal 
of ill feeling.

The bunker 
in which it was stowed was accessible 
on three sides at all times, and the 
fourth side at this time on account of 
bunkers B 4 and B 6 being empty. This 
bunker, A 16, had been inspected Mon­ 
day by the engineer officer on duty. 


The fire alarms in the bunkers were 
in working order, and there had never 
been a case of spontaneous combustion 
of coal on board the Maine. 


The two after boilers of the ship were 
in use at the time of the disaster, but 
for auxiliary purposes only, with a 
comparatively low pressure of steam 
and being tended by a reliable watch. 
These boilers could not have caused 
the explosion of the ship. 
The four 
forward boilers have since been found 
by the divers and are in %a fair con­ 
dition. 


On the night of the destruction of 
the Maine everything had been re­ 
ported secure for the night at 8 p. m. 
by reliable persons, through the proper 
authorities, to the 
commanding 
of­ 
ficer. 
At the time the Maine was de­ 
stroyed the ship was quiet, and there­ 
fore least liable to accident caused by 
movements from those on board. 


3, The destruction of the Maine oc­ 
curred 
9:40 p. m. on the 10th day of 
February, 1S98, in the harbor of H a­ 
vana, Cuba, she being at the time 
moored to the same buoy to which <^he 
had been taken upon her arrival. 


There were two explosions of a dis­ 
tinctly different character, with a very 
short but distinct 
interval 
between 
them, and the forward 
part of the 
ship was lifted to a marked decree at 
the time of the first explosion. 


The first explosion was more in the 
nature of a report, like that of a gun, 
while the second exi^loslon was more 
open, prolonged, and of greater vol­ 
ume. 
This second explosion was, in 
the opinion of the court, caused by the 
partial explosion of two or more of 
the forward magazines of the Maine. 


4. The evidence bearing upon this, be­ 
ing principally obtained from divers, 
did not enable the court to form a def­ 
inite conclusion as to the condition of 
the wreck, although it was established ' 
that the after part of the ship was ' 
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praccicany intact antf sanlc 1h that 
condition a very few minutes after the 
destruction of the forward part. 


The following facts in regard to the 
i forward part of the ship are, however, 
established by the testimony. 


That portion of the port side of the 
protective 
deck which extends 
from 
about frame 20 to about frame 41 was 
blown up aft, and over to port. The 
main deck from about 
frame 30 to 
about frame 41 was blown up aft, and 
slightly over to starboard, folding the 
forward part of the middle superstruc­ 
ture over and on top of the after part. 


This was, in the opinion of the court, 
caused by the partial explosion of two 
or more of the forward magazines of 
the Maine. 


5. At frame 17 the outer shell of the 
ship from a point eleven and one-half 
feet from the middle line of the ship 
and six feet above the keel when in its 
normal position has been forced up so 
as to be now about four feet above the 
surface of the water; therefore, about 
34 feet above where it would be had the 
ship sank uninjured. The outside bot­ 
tom plating Is bent into a reversed V 
shape, the after wing of which, about 
15 feet broad and 32 feet in length 
(from frame 17 to frame 25), is doubled 


, back upon itself against the continua- 
, tion of the same plating extending for- 
j ward. 
I 
At frame 18 the 
vertical 
keel 
is 
j broken in two, and the flat keel bent 
Into an angle similar to 
the angle 
! formed by the outside bottom plating. 
This break is now about six feet be­ 
low the surface of 
the 
water, and 
about 30 feet above its normal posi­ 
tion. 


In the opinion of the court this ef­ 
fect could have been produced only by 
the explosion of a mine situated under 
the bottom of the ship at about frame 
18, and somewhat on the port side of 
the ship. 


6. The court finds that the loss of the 
Maine, on the occasion named, was 
not in any respect due to fault or 
negligence on the part of any of the 
officers or members of the crew of said 
vessel. 


7. In the opinion of the court the 
Maine was destroyed by the explosion 
of a submarine mine, which caused the 
partial explosion of two of her forward 
magazines. 


8. The court has been unable to ob­ 
tain evidence fixing the responsibility 
for the destruction of the Maine upon 
any person or persons. 


The report is signed by Captain W. 
T. Sampson, president of the court of 
inquiry, and Lieutenant Commander 
Marix, judge advocate, and approved 
by Rear Admiral Sicard. 


THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


Thinks Spain’s Sonso o f Ju stice W ill 
D ictate a Course o f A ction. 


Washington, March 28.—-The presi­ 
dent today sent a message to congress 
detailing the incidents connected with 
the loss of the Maine, and repeating 
the findings of the court of inquiry. 
The message says in part: 


“The appalling calamity fell upon the 
people of our country with crushing 
force, and for a brief time an intense 
excitement prevailed, which in a com­ 
munity less just and 
self 
controlled 
than ours might have led to hasty acts 
of blind resentment. This spirit, how­ 
ever, soon gave way to the calmer pro­ 
cesses of reason and to the resolve to 
investigate the facts and await m ate­ 
rial proof before forming a judgment 
as to the cause, the responsibility, and, 
as the facts warranted, the remedy. 
This course necessarily recommended 
Itself from the outset to the executive, 
for only In the light of a dispassionate­ 
ly ascertained certainty could it de­ 
termine the nature and measure of its 
full duty in the matter. 


"The usual procedure was followed, 
as in all cases of casualty or disaster 
to national vessels of any maritime 
state. A naval court of inquiry was at 
once organized, composed of officers 
well qualified by rank and practical 
experience to discharge the. duty im­ 
posed upon them. 
Aided by a strong 
force of wreckers and divers, the court 
proceeded to make a thorough investi­ 
gation on the spot, employing every 
available means for the impartial and 
exact determination of the cause of 
the explosion. Its operations have been 
conducted with the utmost delibera­ 
tion and judgment, and while independ­ 
ently 
pursued no source of informa­ 
tion was neglected, and the fullest op­ 
portunity was allowed for a sim ul­ 
taneous investigation by the Spanish 
authorities. 


“The finding of the court of inquiry 
was reached after 23 days of continu- : 
ous labor, on the 21st of March, and 
having been approved on the 22d by i 
the commander-in-chief of the United I 
States naval force on the North A t- , 
lantic station, was transmitted to the 
executive. It is herewith laid before 
congress, together with the voluminous 
testimony taken before the court. 


“I have direcled that the finding of 
the court of inquiry and the views of 
this government thereon be communi­ 
cated to the government of her ma­ 
jesty, the queen regent, and I do not 
permit myself to doubt that the sense 
of justice of the Spanish nation will 
dictate a course of action suggested 
by honor and the friendly relations of 
the two governments. 


It will be the duty of the executive f 


to advise congress of the result and in 
the meantime deliberate consideration 
Is invoked.” 


CONGRESSMEN IM PA TIEN T. 


They W ill Dem and Speedy A ction of 
the A dm inistration. 
Washington, March 30.—Congress and 
the cabinet divided attention yesterday 
in the Spanish situation. In congress 
the feeling which began to take form 
after the president’s conservative and 
pacific message on the Maine report 
was submitted on Monday found ex­ 
pression yesteray in resolutions propos­ 
ing a declaration of war, recognition of 
the independence of Cuba, armed inter­ 
vention and other decisive and warlike 
steps against Spain. 


Within five minutes after the senate 
convened Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, intro­ 
duced a resolution recognizing the in­ 
dependence of the Cuban republic. This 
was followed by a resolution from Mr. 
Rawlings, 
of 
Utah, 
declaring 
w ar 
igalnst the kingdom of Spain. Mr. For- 
Iker, of Ohio, then introduced a resolu­ 
tion declaring for such intervention in 
the Cuban war as would bring about 
the independence of the Cubans. Fol­ 
lowing this came a resolution by Mr. 
Frye, of Maine, demanding that Cuba 
be made free. The resolutions followed 
one another so i'apidly as to stun the 
auditors, both senators and spectators. 
The galleries were in a commotion and 
the people were prepared for anything. 


This was the condition when 
Vice 
President Hobart recognized Mr. Ma­ 
son, of Illinois, for his announced speech 
on the president’s message transmitting 
the report of the Maine court of inquiry. 
Mr. Mason read his speech from m anu­ 
script, but it was delivered with all the 
vigor and fire of which he is capable. 
The intensity of the feeling of those in 
the galleries was evidenced by the storm 
of applause which was elicited by I. is 
declaration that he was for war. 


On the house side it was apparent 
that the Republican majority could be 
no longer controlled by what is known 
as the conservative element led by the 
speaker. Groups of members in a state 
of excitement were to be seen on every 
hand. In each cloak room mere were 
members listening eagerly while por­ 
tions of the Maine testimony were read. 
Members of the foreign affairs commit­ 
tee grouped together and 
discussed 
plans and possible future proceedings. 
It was generally acknowledged that a 
serious condition had arisen; that a cri­ 
sis was near at hand. It was the opin­ 
ion of some of the conservative mem­ 
bers that in a day or two the feeling 
would subside and members would not 
be so agitated. Much depends upon the 
next few days. That congress will not 
long remain Inactive if some decided 
action is not taken by the administra­ 
tion is certain. It is also true that the 
talk of an armistice caused a great deal 
of ill feeling. The house yesterday pro­ 
ceeded to business without outbreak 
or without dramatic Incident, but no 
such quiet can be promised during the 
consideration of the naval appropria- 
consideration of the naval bill. 


The revolt in the house against fur­ 
ther delav of action on the Cuban is­ 
sue culminated yesterday in a con­ 
ference of Republican members whose 
ideas are in accordance with a posi­ 
tive early course. About 50 representa­ 
tives attended, representing all sec­ 
tions. 
Representative 
Hopkins, 
of 
Illinois, a member of the w ays and means 
committee, 
presided. 
Representative 
Joy, of Missouri, was secretary. 
The 
meeting was called to take steps to 
secure immediate intervention in some 
form and the recognition of Cuban in­ 
dependence. 
It was the first definite 
step following discussions in the cloak 
rooms and lobbies since the president’s 
message was submitted by many mem­ 
bers who favor immediate and aggress­ 
ive action. 
Up to yesterday afternoon 
the sentiment was a half concealed but 
strong feeling against voting money 
for Cuban relief unless accompanied 
by action to stop the war. 


The meeting was called with a view 
of accomplishing the unqualified re­ 
moval of Spanish troops from Cuba 
and the prompt armed intervention in 
the affairs of that island. 
It was de­ 
cided to call a meting immediately 
after adjournment. 
The 
word 
was 
quickly passed around, but many who 
are enthusiastically in favor of inter­ 
vention failed of notification, though 
the number present would be sufficient­ 
ly large, by consolidation with the 
Democratic forces, to carry out a pro­ 
gram, 
After 
vigorous speeches de­ 
nunciatory of Spain it was decided to 
defer action until 5 o’clock this after­ 
noon. 


The day closed with a prospect that 
the committees to which were referred 
the Maine correspondence will act soon, 
possibly before the end of the week. 


The cabinet meeting yesterday de­ 
veloped nothing new. 
The president 
remains steadfast in his convictions 
as to what is his duty, and adverse 
criticism, which it is asserted is mainly 
due to misinformation as to the sit­ 
uation or ignorance of the president’s 
purposes, will 
not be 
permitted to 
swerve him in the least degree from the 
course he has planned. 
As he has al­ 
ready stated, the president some days J 
ago made a peremptory demand upon 
Spain to put an end immediately to 
hostilities in Cuba, to release the con­ 
centrados and to permit them to re- ( 
turn to their h&mes and resurge tjxeir 


several occupations unmolested, 
statement is made by unquestionable 
authority, and since that demand w ai 
communicated to Spain the president 
has not taken a step backward or al­ 
lowed himself to be persuaded into 
modifying it In the least particular. 


Spain’s final reply to this demand, it 
is known, is now receiving the earnest 
consideration of the Spanish authori­ 
ties at Madrid, and their final reply 
may be reasonably expected within th* 
next few days. 
Should these demands 
be rejected there is the highest au­ 
thority for stating that the president 
would not hesitate a moment as to his 
future course, but would immediately 
lay the whole record before congress 
and be guided by its instructions. As 
a preliminary step toward peace it 
has been proposed to Spain, though 
this last proposition has not yet taken 
the shape of a demand, that the Span­ 
ish government withdraw its troops 
from the island, and that the Cubans 
be given their independence on a basis 
of indemnity that would bo regarded 
as just in amount by the United States 
and other nations of the world and 
fair to both contending parties. 


The question of an armistice has not 
been agreed to by either this country 
or Spain, though there Is no doubt that 
Spain suggested an armistice. 
W hat 
terms of peace will be acceptable to 
the president cannot be stated, but It is 
asserted that no proposition will be 
considered that does not involve the 
practical, if not the actual independ­ 
ence of the Cubans. 
Under these cir­ 
cumstances members of the adminis­ 
tration think it only fair to the presi­ 
dent that the people should wait with 
patience the result of the pending ne­ 
gotiations. 


There is little doubt that the French 
government is ready to tender its good 
offices as mediator between the United 
States and Spain, if any intimation is 
conveyed by this country that such 
offices would be acceptable. 


At the close of the cabinet meeting 
Secretary Alger gave out a statem ent 
that all the members of the cabinet 
were in thorough accord with President 
McKinley, despite rumors to the con­ 
trary. 


The army 
and 
navy 
departments 
continue to show many evidences of 
activity, but there was not that ex­ 
treme energy of preparations apparent 
last week. 
Captain Sigsbee had sev­ 
eral talks with Secretary Long during 
the day, and at 
the close of 
office. 


hours the secretary accompanied Cap­ 
tain Sigsbee to the White House and 
presented him to the president. 
Mr. 
Long says that no determination has 
been reached thus far as to Captain

A significant conference was held 
during the day between representa­ 
tives of the war and navy departments 
to determine whether New Orleans, Mo­ 
bile or Tampa was best adapted as a 
base of operations, both military and 
naval, in the event of war. 
The rep­ 
resentative of the navy was Captain 
Baker, naval aide to Secretary Long, 
and for the army Colonel Wagner, 
chief of the bureau of information of 
the army. No determination has yet 
been reached on the subject. 


The ordnance officials of the army 
report that the firms which have been 
given contracts for supplying ammuni­ 
tion, guns, projectiles and gun car­ 
riages are keeping well to their prom­ 
ises in the matter of supplying these 
munitions of war on time, and they 
are being hurried to the fortifications 
needing them. 
Work in all depart­ 
ments is going on rapidly at all points.

Nothing that has occurred since he 


became secretary of agriculture has 
given Professor Wilson half as much 
gratification as the results of the ex- 
periments that have been going on 
under his dii action in Iowa and Ne- 
braska during the last few months in 
the treatment of hog cholera by inoc- 
ulation, for he thinks the discoveries 
that have thus been developed are 
worth $100,000,000 a year to the peo- 
plg_of the United States. 
' The experiments, says a Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Chicago 
Eecord 
were undertaken in Page 


county, Iowa, last spring, whore sev- 
eral hundred hogs that were afflicted 
with a diseapg that has until now been 
considered fatal, "were cured by the 
use of serum, . and several hundred 
more that were perfectly healthy when 
protected by the serum were permit- 
ted to range freely amoug those that 
were diseased without showing any 
effects from the contagion. 
Eighty- 


five per cent, of the sick were cured 
and the healthy protected. 
Similar 


experiments have been going on in 
Nebraska all summer, but the detailed 
retitrns have not been received. 
The 


serum is obtained in the same manner 
as the anti-toxin that is used for diph- 
theria. A horse or a cow is inocu- 
lated with the germa day after day un- 
til no effect is apparent. Its veins are 
then tapped, a few cLops of its blood 
injected under the skin of healthy 
hogs has the same efi'ect as a preven- 
tive of cholera that vaccination has in 
smallpox. There was scarcely a fail- 
ure in several hundred cases, although 
the animals were exposed to the dis- 
ease in every possible manner. 
The 


same treatment was equally successful 
in curing the disease when taken in 
the early stages. 


Dr. Salmon, chief of the bureau of 


animal industry of the agricultural de- 
partment, thinks that the average can 
be increased to 90 per cent, next year, 
because experience will teach knowl- 
edge and wisdom. Curiously enough, 
the cultivation of the serum does not 
injure the horse or the cow, and the 
animal can be used over and over 
again every year until it becomes 
aged, provided it is given plenty 
of those forms of fodder that supply 
and strengthen the blood. 
A single 


horse or cow will produce 1000 closes of 
serum a year, and, if ordinary economy 
is practiced, this will reduce the cost 
of treatment to 10 or 15 cents peSf'kog. 
Hundreds of thousands of Jiorses- 
throughout the United States that are 
now killed for their hides may be used 
to save the hogs, aud their value will 
be increased by the demand thus cre- 
ated for them. 


The method of cultivating the serum 


can be taught at all the agricultural ex- 
periment stations and on the large 
stock farms, and Avith a little experi- 
ence farmers may be able to furnish 
their own supply. The county agri- 
cultural societies can take up the mat- 
ter, and by co-operation their mem- 
bers can reduce the cost and extend 
the usefulness of the treatment, but 
in the meantime Secretary Wilson 
considers it his duty to introduce the 
remedy and educate farmers and stock- 
growers until they can take care of 
themselves. 


Secretary Wilson estimates the an- 


nual loss from hog cholera in the 
United States from $90.000,000 to 
$100,000,000. In the state of Iowa 
alone, where the statistics of the mor- 
tality of the animals afflicted Avith this 
disease have been accurately kept, the 
annual loss is $15,000,000.

lieves that nearly all this can be pre- 
vented.

Nothing that has occurred since he 
became secretary of agriculture has 
given Professor Wilson half as much 
gratification as the results of tho ex­ 
periments that have been going on 
under his diiectiou in Iowa and Ne­ 
braska during the last few months in 
the treatment of hog cholera by inoc­ 
ulation, for ho thinks the discoveries 
that have thus been developed are 
worth $100,000,000 a year to the peo- 
pl^pf the United States. 
' The experiments, says a Washing­ 
ton correspondent of tho Chicago 
Piecord 
were 
undertaken in Page 
county, Iowa, Inst spring, whore sev­ 
eral huudred hogs that were afflicted 
with a diseajpg tjiat has until now been 
considered' fatal, "wore cured by the 
use of serum, and several hundred 
more that wero perfectly healthy when 
protected by the serum were permit­ 
ted to range freely among those that 
were diseased without showing any 
effects from the contagiou. 
Eighty- 
five per cent, of the sick were cured 
and the healthy protected. 
Similar 
experiments have been going on in 
Nebraska all summer, but the detailed 
returns have not been received. 
The 
serum is obtained in the same manner 
as the anti-toxin that is used for diph­ 
theria. 
A horse or a cow is inocu­ 
lated with the germs day after day un­ 
til no effect is apparent. 
Its veins are 
then tapped, a few d» ops of its blood 
injected under the skin of healthy 
hogs lias the same effect as a preven­ 
tive of cholera that vaccination has in 
smallpox. 
There was scarcely a fail­ 
ure in several hundred cases, although 
the animals Avere exposed to the dis­ 
ease in every possible manner. 
The 
same treatment was equally successful 
in curing the disease when taken in 
the early stages. 


Dr, Salmou, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry of the agricultural de­ 
partment, thinks that the average can 
be increased to 90 per cent, next year, 
because experience will teach knowl­ 
edge and wisdom. 
Curiously enough, 
the cultivation of the serum does not 
injure the horse or the cow, and the 
animal can be used over and over 
again every year until ifc becomes 
aged, provided it is given plenty 
of those forms of fodder that supply 
and strengthen the blood. 
A single 
horse or cow will produce 1000 doses of 
serum a year, and, if ordinary economy 
is practiced, this will reduce the cost 
of treatment to 10 or 15 cents pefc'hog. 
Hundreds of thousands of horses - 
throughout the United States that are 
now killed for their hides may be used 
to save the hogs, and their value will 
be increased by the demand thus cre­ 
ated for them. 


The method of cultivatingtheserum 
can be taught at all the agricultural ex­ 
periment stations and on the large 
stock farms, and with a little experi­ 
ence farmers may be able to furnish 
their own supply. 
The county agri­ 
cultural societies can take up the mat­ 
ter, and by co-operation their mem­ 
bers can reduce the cost and extend 
the usefulness of the treatment, but 
in the meantime Secretary Wilson 
considers it his duty to introduce the 
remedy and educate farmers and stock- 
growers until they can take care of 
themselves.

Rcade says of this oak: "It has beard 
fifty-two sermons a year for 177 years, 
and political speeches from the settle- 
ment of this country down to the pres- 
ent day. One foot from the ground its 
trunk is 19 feet and 10 inches in cir- 
cumference and its longest limbs ex 
tend each way 119 feet." On the farm 
of James B. Palmer, of Lisbon, Js an 
immense black oak 
that 
measures 


around the trunk one foot from the 
ground 22 1-3 feet. This, Mr. Roade 
raloulates, must be at least 500 years 
old.—New Yorfc S'an.

"Watering House Plants. 


I am satisfied that not one person in 


twenty is aware that too much water 
is more dangerous to the plants than 
too little. 
Some gardeners seem to 


have the idea that to take a watering 
pot in band to supply the needs of 
plants is au easy duty, and that to give 
a cla^h here and to soak the soil there, 
is all there is to the matter. 
One 


thiug is to be observed: 
Not all 


plants under all circumstances, nor, 
indeed, the same plants under differ- 
ent circumstances require the same 
amount of water. 
It is necessary. 


therefore, to study the nature and 
habits of kinds so that each may be 
treated according to its needs. 
A 


vigorous blooming plant, say a fuchsia 
or geranium, might be said to repre- 
sent tbe maximum need of water; the 
same when in a state of rest, in cool, 
damp weather, the minimum require- 
ment .as to this. 
Therefore, to give 


exactly tbe same quantity of water in 
both conditions named would be to 
| cause harm by not giving enough wa- 


ter to some and too much to others. 
One safe rule is to wait until tbe ball 
of earth begins to get rather dry, and 
then to give enough water to moisten 
tbe soil through and through. 
Then 


do not water again until the forinei 
state of dryness is reached, be that 
time six hours or six days.—Tick's 
Magazine.

Bread-Dough Crumpets—Take hall 


a pound of ordinary bread dough 
white or brown; beat hard into it one- 
fourth of a cupful of powdered sugar, 
one and a half ounces of butter and 
one egg and a half. Beat well; let 
rise, and bake in well-greased muffin 
rings. 


Apple Soup—Boil together to a pulp 


equal quantities of peeled apples and 
bread, sweetening them and adding j 
the yellow rind and juice of a lemon ' 
for each pint of apples; when the pulp 
is soft and smooth, thin it with hoi 
milk to the consistency of cream, and 
serve it hot. 


Potato Sautees—Pare freshly boiled 


potatoes and slice them. Have one 
pint. Put one ounce of butter in a 
pa-i to r.ielt. Put in the potatoes and 
"to«s" them. Cook a light brown. 
Dish and sprinkle with a half-salt- 
spoonful of pepper, a third-teaspoon- 
fnl of salt and a small tablespoonlul 
of finely chopped parsley. 


Batter Soup—For each quart of 


soup allow two eggs and two table- 
spooiifnls each of butter and flour, 
beating these ingredients to a creamy 
batter aft-3r having wanned ibebutter 
have ready over the fire a quart ol 
boiling milk and water, ami let tht 
batter fall into this iu a thin stream, 
stirring the ronp as the batter falb 
into it; bod the sor.p for about five 
niimiies l»efo]c it is served, seasoning 
it with salt ar.<l v« bite pepper.

BATTLE WITH A SNAKE. 


A F lo rid a S tory R elated by the Chica­ 
go Chronicle. 


Mrs. Byron Brown, who lives over in 
the West End settlement, five miles 
from Oeala, Fla., had an exciting set-to 
with a huge snake the other day that 
has made her a great reputation as a 
brave woman. 
She has a fine lot of 
poultry. 
She never gives a chicken 
away, kills one or sells one, much to 
the disguct of her husband, who is a 
practical man, and wants to see some 
money come in for the big outlay in get­ 
ting the fowls. 


The other day while Mrs. Brown was 
In the house cooking some eggs for her 
husband’s dinner she heard a terrible 
commotion in the hen yard.

wards Lester, author of the “Glory and 
Shame of England,” mused under its 
shade; George I). Prentice wrote his 
first poems beneath its shadows, and 
Galusha Grow passed many 
of 
the 
study hours of his youth under it. Mr, 
Iteade says of this oak: “It has heard 
fifty-two sermons a year for 177 years, 
and political speeches from the settle­ 
ment of this country down to the pres­ 
ent day. One foot from the ground its 
trunk is 1U feet and 10 inches in cir­ 
cumference and its longest limbs ex­ 
tend each way 119 feet.” On the farm 
of James B. Palmer, of Lisbon, is an 
immense black oak 
that 
measures 
around the trupk one foot from the 
ground 22 1-3 feet. 
This, Mr. Reade 
calculates, must be at least 500 years 
old.—New York Sun. 


*7npaneso Furniture Polish» 


A polish that hails from Japan is 
said to be very fine for furniture, as 
well as floors. It consists of ono pint 
each liuseod oil and cold, strong tea, 
the whites of two eggs and two ounces 
of spirits of salts; these several in­ 
gredients to be mixed thoroughly to­ 
gether and poured into a bottle,which 
should bo well shaken before tho pol­ 
ish is used. 
A few drops are poured 
upon a rubbing pad of soft silk and 
the wood rubbed with it, being after­ 
ward polished with au old silk haud- 
I kerchief. 
The process is a tedious 
i and fatiguing one for the cleaner, but 
its effect surpasses that of any easier 
and quicker method. 


‘Watering House Plants. 


I am satisfied that not one person in 
twenty is aware that too much water 
is more dangerous to the plants than 
too little. 
Some gardeners seem to 
have the idea that to take a watering 
pot in hand to supply the needs of 
plants is an easy duty,and that to give 
a da«h here and to soak the soil there, 
is all there is to the matter. 
One 
thiug is to be observed: 
Not all 
plants under all circumstances, nor, 
indeed, the same plants under differ­ 
ent circumstances require the same 
amount of water. 
It is necessary, 
therefore, to study the nature and 
habits of kinds so that each may be 
treated according to its needs, 
A 
vigorous blooming plant, say a fuchsia 
or geranium, might be said to repre­ 
sent the maximum need of water; the 
same when iu a state of rest, in cool, 
damp weather, the minimum require­ 
ment as to this. 
Therefore, to give 
exactly the same quantity of water in 
both conditions named would be to 
cause harm by not giving enough wa­ 
ter to some and too much to others. 
One safe rule is to wait until the ball 
of earth begins to get rather dry, and 
then to give enough water to moisten 
the soil through and through. 
Then 
do not water again until the formei 
state of dryness is reached, be that 
time six hours or six days.—Vick’s 
Magazine.

Browu-Bread Soup — Boil 
stale 
brown bread to a smooth jelly with 
water and a little milk; when it is al­ 
most transparent, add enough milk to 
make it creamy, a little butter and pal­ 
atable seasoning of salt and pepper, 
and serve it hot. 


Rice Soup—Use equal quantities oi 
water And fruit juice, heated together: 
for each quart allow a quarter pound 
of rice, boiled tender, with the grated 
yellow rind of a lemon; stir all these 
ingredients over the fire, sweeten the 
bouji to taste, and serve it hot. 


Bread-Dough Crumpets—Take hall 
a pound of ordinary bread dough 
white or brown; beat hard into it one- 
fourlh of a cupful of powdered sugar, 
one and a half ounces of butter and 
one egg and a half. 
Beat well; let 
rise, and bake in well-greased muffin 
tings. 


Apple Soup—Boil together to a pulp 
equal quantities of peeled apples and 
bread, sweetening them and adding 
the yellow rind and juice of a lemon 
for each pint of apples; when the pulp 
is soft and smooth, thin it with hoi 
milk to the consistency of cream, and 
serve it hot. 


Potato Sautees—Pare freshly boiled 
potatoes and slico them. 
Have one 
pint. 
Put one ounce of butter in a 
pan to melt. 
Put in the potatoes and 
“ tos\s” them. 
Cook a light brown. 
Dish and sprinkle with a half-salt* 
spoonful of pepper, a third-teaspoon» 
ful of salt and a small tablespoonlul 
of finely chopped parsley, 


Batter Soup—For each quart oi 
soup allow two eggs and two table* 
spoonfuls each of butter and flour, 
beating these ingredients to a creamy 
batter after having warmed the butter 
have ready over the lire a quart oJ 
boiling milk and water, and let the 
batter fall into this in a thin stream, 
stirring the wrnp as the batter falls 
into it; boil the soup for about live 
minutes before it is served, seasoning 
it with salt and white pepper, 


Cheese Cutlets—Take three ounces 
of grated cheese (scraps of dry cheese 
may be used), one and a half ounces 
of butter, two eggs, a scant teaspoon* 
ful of mustard and a speck of cay­ 
enne pepper. 
Pound these ingre­ 
dients well together and shape like 
cutlets. 
jBrush over with egg, rull in 
bread crumbs and cook in boiling fat 
till a golden brown. 
Serve each cut­ 
let on a piece of toast cut exactly to 
its shape.

A Curious Plant.

On the top of the plant is now a flower 
shaped like a tulip and changes its color 
every day. The ilowcr is 45 inches in 
circumference, In tho centre of tho flow­ 
er is a tongue, of a dcop red color, that 
stands erect and measures 3£ inches in 
diameter and 27 inches in length.

tho spring when it is set out tho plant 
turns into a palm.

OLDEST BIBLE IN THE 
WORLD IS 


VALUED AT $100,000. 


The United States of Australia will 


in all likelihood come into existence 
before the present century expires. 
This prediction is made regardless oi 
the fact that Queensland and New 
Zealand still hold aloof from entering 
the proposed federation. 
With five oJ 


the Australian colonies wildly in favoi 
of the idea of federation, the two re- 
maining colonies are bound to come 
over ere long. 
But the federation 


can be formed without waiting for the 
acquiescence of Queensland and iSVw 
Zealand, and such is likely to'be the 
case. 
From -what can be gathered 


from recent news dispatches it seams 
that the five colonies which are 
already anxious to federate intend to 
fix upon some definite plan of union 
within the next few months, extending 
to Queensland and New Zealand the 
privilege of entering the federation 
later. 
Some idea of the immense 


character of the proposed federation 
may be derived from the fact that the 
Australian colonies which are now 
ready to enter the union cover 2,300,- 
000 square miles and contain 3,074,- 
998 inhabitants. Under the proposed 
federation the progress of the colonies 
will be more decided than at any time 
heretofore. 
If Australia follows in 


the wake of Canada, will it not score 
another triumph for the American 
principle? 


If the well-known British statistic- 


ian, Michael Gr. Mulhall, is correct in 
his figures, the German Empire has 
progressed more rapidly than any 
other European power daring the past 
twenty years. In the North American 
Review the statistician undertakes to 
establish the truth of this statement. 
Within the period of time under con- 
sideration Mr. Mulhall shows that the 
textile manufactures of the empire 
have more than doubled in amount, 
tn 1876 the German cotton mills con- 
sumed only 280,000 tons of raw fibre, 
whereas at the present time they con- 
sume 590,000 tons. This is not sur- 
prising in view of the fact that these 
mills contain 4,700,000 spindles, or 
considerably more than any other 
country of Europe. What is true of 
the cotton industry in the matter of 
growth is also true of the silk indus- 
try. In silk manufactures Germany 
ranks second only to France, and dur- 
ing the past twenty years her rate of 
progress in this line has been muc^* 
more rapid. With respect to the mat* - 
afacture of sugar, Germany's output 
of this product has more **«ra trebled 
since 1876. In the manufacture of in- 
dustrial implements, hardware and 
machinery, it appear*, that the empire 
has also made extraordinary progress. 
Twenty years ago the aggregate debts 
of all the States included within the 
present German empire amounted to 
6620,000,000; to-day the burden which 
the empire carries aggregates the 
amazing sum of $2,903,000,000. This 
increase is due to the fact that the 
Government Las incurred bonded in- 
debtedness ia purchasing railway sys- 
tems; bat since the investment pay? 
handsomely, she will be enabled in 
time to cancel the entire debt onl of her 
railway profits. 
Altogether, the prog- 


ress which the empire has achieved in 
various directions during thu time 
jnder review has been most remark- 
able; and in view of the intense rivalry 
Between the European p o r s which 
•xists at this time, it serves

relics in existence is preserved in a 
private library in England, in tho 
ehape of the original book upon 
which all the kings of England from 
Henry 1 to Edward VI took the cor- 
onation oath. 
It is a mamiwcript of 


the four evangelists wiitten on vellum. 
The binding, which is btill in a state 
of perfect preservation, consists of 
two oaken boards, an inch thick, 
fastened together with stout then 
of leather, with'the corners defended 
by large bra->s bosses. 
On the right 


hand side, as the book is opened,'is a 
crucifix of brabs, which was kissed by 
the king. 


A Hebrew Bible in the Vatican 


library is claimed to be the oldest in 
the world, and L> i allied at $100,000. 
If not the oldest, it is doubtless the 
hea\iest, since it is so weighty that it 
takes two men to lift it, the binding 
being in heavy metal. It is stated 
that in the year 1512 Pope Jules II. 
refused to sell this Bible for its weight 
m gold, the greatest price offered for 
a book. 


The British museum has lately se- 


cured from Thibet a copy oi the 
"Jaugym," the monster encyclopedia 
of Thibetum Buddhism, and the larg- 
est set of volumes in existence. The 
series is composed of 225 volumes 
each of which is two feet long and six 
inches thick. The price paid was 3000 
rupees. 


Among large Bibles a German edi- 


tion owned in Minneapolis,Minn., de- 
serves a prominent place. 
This vol- 


ume is over 200 years old, and is 
printed in type of large size. 
The 


pages are nearly two feet in length 
and of corresponding width. At the 
top of each page is a line in red ink 
which reads. 
"This is a history," 


and the work is ornamented with 
many illustrations 
of a decidedly 


primitive character. 


One of the most peculiar works in 


existence is a book entirely without 
printed matter, which is known as 
the "Wordless Book." It has but 
ten leaves, twenty pages, each of dif- 
ferent color. For over 300 years it 
has been treasured in the monastery 
of St. Rupert, 
where its wordless 


pages are reverently consulted on 
Easter, St. John's eve and Christmas. 
On these days, the monks claim, the 
leaves of the sacred volume become 
miraculously covered with appropriate 
texts in characters of pure gold. 


Another strange unprinted book is 


in the possession of the family of the 
Prince de Ligre, in France. 
In this 


volume the letters are neither written 
nor printed, but are all cut out of the 
finest vellum and pasted with infinite 
patience on blue paper. The book is 
said to be as easy to read as if printed 
from the clearest type. The Germin 
Emperor Budolph II., is reported to 
have offered in 1640 the enormous 
sum of 11,000 ducats for this remark- 
able and unique work of art. 


An almanac 3000 years old, found in 


Egypt, is preserved in the British 
Museum. It was found on the body 
of an Egyptian, and is supposed to be 
the oldest in the world. The days are 
written in red ink, and under each 
is a figure followed by three charac- 
ters, signifying the probable state of 
the weather for that day. It is, of 
course, written on papyrus. 


An interesting; Norwegian mediaeval 


relic is on exhibition at the Museum 
of Antiquities in the University of 
Christiana, consisting of a wooden 
book. The pages, or tablets, of which 
there are six, are of boxwood covered 
with wax, each one having a thin 
border, so as to prevent them from 
sticking together on closing the book. 
The contents are 
chiefly drawings 


representing scenes from village and 
rural life. 
At the end is a large cata- 


the doctor who dissected tho

In tho jewel house of the Tower of 


London, is a book bound throughout 
in gold, even to the wires of the 
hinges. Its clasp consists of two 
rubies set ut opposite ends of four 
golden links.

coat of arms, set in diamonds, pearls 
and rubies, forming, as regards work- 
mnuiiM]) and materials, the most cost- 
ly book 111 the world. 


A TREE CROWING UPSIDE 
DOWN. 


Old Apple Tree With Linibx in thu Ground 


and l:<»ot» in the .\l\; 


John Mduer's distillery in Milwau- 


kee has not been in operation for nine 
years. It is an old landmark, and is 
Btirroundod with the iulerest that 
every old building in Milwaukee awak- 
ens in the historian., 
The grounds 


about it are covered with grand old 
trees and rustic benches, and form a 
little by-way nook whose existence 
one would not suspect from the road 
outside the fence at the .south. 


But the object of greatest interest in 


this unique place is an old apple tree 
that was planted 28 years ago, Avith 
its limbs in the ground and its roots 
in the air, and which still lives to bear 
fruit and sprout branches where roots 
should be and roots where twigs and 
leaves should be, a curiosity to be- 
holders. 


Mr. Meiners was induced to make 


the trial through an old German le- 
gend. 


When Mr. Meiners planted his 25 


apple trees they showed no signs of 
"ife for a long time. 
Finally the one 


still remaining showed a leaf, softened 
by summer rains and expanded by the 
sun, and with a great deal of care it 
vas nursed to a sturdy life. 'It grew 
very slowly, and has not grown more 
than two feet in height since it was 
planted. 
It is now about four feet 


high, with a trunk 15 inches in diam- 
eter. The roots had a tendency to 
droop, and it was found necessary to 
prop them up with a trellis. 
Instead 


of growing vertically, they have ex- 
tended horizontally in long, slender 
arms. 
There are about 20 of these, 


radiating in all directions. Each year, 
as they grew longer, additional props 
were put underneath, and they have 
extended along the trellis flat, straight 
as a ceiling, with little slender shoots 
running at right angles and intertwin- 
ing with one another so closely that 
they afford some protection from the 
rain to one who may stand under- 
neath. The top is circular in form, and 
about 50 feet in diameter. 
The tiee 


has born fruit for about 20 years. The 
fruit is of good quality, but the vari- 
ety is not known by Mrs. Adolph 
Meyer, daughter of Mr. Meiners, who 
now occupies the old homestead with 
her husband and family.—Meehau's 
Monthly.

OLDEST BIBLE IN 
THE , WORLD IS 
VALUED AT $100,000, 


The evidence that wo have plenty 
of material with which to recruit out 
standing army in times of national 
danger, is, in the opinion ol? the At­ 
lanta Journal, shown in the fact that 
four hundred able-bodied men have 
applied for position as umpires in the 
national baseball leagues. 


In spite of the Eand and tho new 
mines in Australia, tho United States 
is still tho greatest gold-producer oJ 
all countries, notes tho New wYorli 
Tribune. 
It is likely to remain so, 
too, after tho Klondike 
and othei 
Yukon regions 
are exploited and 
41 worked for all they are worth.” 
It 
was fifty years ago this month, by the 
way, that gold was discovered in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Not many discoveries in this 
century have more powerfully affected 
the current of human affairs than that. 


The United States of Australia will 
in all likelihood come into existence 
before the present century expires. 
This prediction is made regardless ol

the proposed federation. 
With five oj 
the Australian colonies wildly in favoi 
of the idea of federation, the two re* 
maining colonies are bound to come 
over ere long. 
But the federation 
can be formed without waiting for the 
acquiescence of Queensland and New 
Zealand, and such is iikely to^be the 
case. 
From what can be gathered 
from recent news dispatches it seems 
that the five colonies which 
are 
already anxious to federate intend to 
fix upon some definite plan of union 
within the next few months, extending 
to Queensland and New Zealand the 
privilege of entering the federation 
later. 
Some idea of the immense 
character of the proposed federation 
may be derived from the fact that the 
Australian colonies which are now 
ready to enter the union cover 2,300,- 
000 square miles and contain 3,074,- 
998 inhabitants. 
Under the proposed 
federation the pi ogress of the colonies 
will be more decided than at any time 
heretofore. 
If Australia follows in 
the wake of Canada, will it not score 
another triumph for the American 
principle? 


If the well-known British statistic­ 
ian, Michael G. Mulhall, is correct in 
his figures, the German Empire has 
progressed more 
rairidly than any 
other European power during the past 
twenty years. 
In tho North American 
Review the ^atistician undertakes to 
establish the truth of this statement. 
Within the period of time under con­ 
sideration Mr. Mulhall shows that the 
textile manufactures of the empire 
have more than doubled in amount. 
In 1876 the German cotton mills con­ 
sumed only 280,000 tons of raw fibre, 
whereas at the present time they con­ 
sume 590,000 tons. 
This is not sur­ 
prising in view of the fact that these 
mills contain 4,700,000 spindles, or 
considerably more than any other 
country of Europe. 
What is true of 
the cotton industry in tho matter of 
growth is also true of the silk indus­ 
try. 
In silk manufactures Germany 
ranks second only to France, and dur­ 
ing the past twenty years her rate of 
progress in this lino has been muci* 
tnore rapid. With respect to tho mat. 
afacture of sugar, Germany’s output 
of this product has moro ^ian trebled 
6ince 1870, 
In the manufacture of in­ 
dustrial implements, hardware and 
machinery, it appears that the empire 
lias also made extraordinary progress. 
Twenty years ago the aggregate debts 
of all the States included within the 
present German ompire amounted to 
£620,000,000; to-day the burden which 
tho empire 
carries aggregates the 
amazing sum of $2,900,000,000, 
This 
increase is duo to the fact that the 
Government has incurred bonded in­ 
debtedness in purchasing railway sys­ 
tems; but since the investment pays 
handsomely, she will bo enabled in 
time to cancel the entire debt out of her 
railway profits. 
Altogether, the prog­ 
ress which the empire has achieved jn 
various directions during the time 
jtnder review has been most remark­ 
able; and in view of the intense rivalry 
Detween the European ¡Do\Kgrs which 
exists at this time, it serves 
important light upon the situali

Tho binding, which is still in a state 
of perfect preservation, consists of 
two oaken boards, an inch thick, 
fastened together with stout thongs 
of leather, with‘the corners defended 
by largo brass bosses. 
On the right 
hand side, as the book is opened,*is a 
crucifix of brass, which was kissed by 
tho king. 


A Hebrew Bible in tho Vatican 
library is claimed to bo the oldest in 
the world, and is valued at $100,000. 
if not the oldest, it is doubtless tho 
heaviest, since it is so weighty that it 
takes two men to lift it, the binding 
being in heavy metal. 
It is stated 
that in the year 1512 Pope Jules II, 
refused to sell this Bible for its weight 
in gold, the greatest price offered for 
a book. 


The British museum has lately se­ 
cured from Thibet a copy of the 
“Jangym,” the monster encyclopedia 
of Thibetum Buddhism, and the larg­ 
est set of volumes in existence The 
series is composed of 225 volumes 
each of which is two feet long and six 
inches thick. The price paid was 3000 
rupees. 


Among large Bibles a German edi­ 
tion owned in Minneapolis,Minn., de­ 
serves a prominent place. 
This vol­ 
ume is over 200 years old, aud is 
printed in type of large size. 
The 
pages are nearly two feet in length 
and of corresponding width. 
At the 
top of each page is a line in red ink 
which reads. 
“This is a history,” 
and the work is ornamented with 
many illustrations 
of a decidedly 
primitive character. 


One of the most peculiar works in 
existence is a book entirely without 
printed matter, which is known as 
the “ Wordless Book.” 
It has but 
ten leaves, twenty pages, each of dif­ 
ferent color. 
For over 300 years it 
has been treasured in the monastery 
of St. Rupert, where its wordless 
pages are reverently consulted on 
Easter, St. John’s eve and Christmas. 
On these days, the monks claim, the 
leaves of the sacred volume become 
miraculously covered with appropriate 
texts in characters of pure gold. 


Another strange unprinted book is 
in the ¡possession of the family of the 
Prince de Ligre, in France. 
In this 
volume the letters are neither written 
nor printed, but are all cut out of the 
finest vellum and pasted with infinite 
patience on blue paper. 
The book is 
said to be as easy to read as if printed 
from the clearest type. 
The German 
Emperor Rudolph II., is reported to 
have offered in 1640 the enormous 
sum of 11,000 ducats for this remark­ 
able and unique work of art. 


An almanac 3000 years old, found in 
Egypt, is preserved in the British 
Museum. 
It was found on the body 
of an Egyptian, and is supposed to be 
the oldest in the world. The days are 
written in red ink, and under each 
is a figure followed by three charac­ 
ters, signifying the probable state of 
the weather for that day. 
It is, of 
course, written on papyrus. 


An interesting Norwegian mediaeval 
relic is on exhibition at the Museum 
of Antiquities in the University of 
Christiana, consisting of a wooden 
book. The pages, or tablets, of which 
there are six, are of boxwood covered 
with wax, each one having a thin 
border, so as to ¡)revellt them from 
sticking together on closing the book. 
The contents are 
chiefly drawings 
representing scenes from village and 
rural life. 
At the end is a largo cata­ 
logue in Latin of various kinds of 
animals, with a translation into old 
Norwegian.

John Meiner’s distillery in Milwau­ 
kee has not been in operation for nine 
years. 
It is an old landmark, aud is 
surrounded with tho interest that 
every old building in Milwaukeeawak- 
ens in the historian., 
The grounds 
about it are covered with grand old 
trees and rustic benches, and form a 
little by-way nook whoso existence 
one would not suspect from tho road 
outside the fence at tho south. 


But the object of greatest interest in 
this unique place is an old ap2)le tree 
that was planted 28 years ago, with 
its limbs in the ground and its roots 
in the air, and which still lives to bear 
fruit and sprout branches where roots 
should be and roots where twigs and 
loaves should be, a curiositv to be- 
holders. 


Mr, Meiners was induced to make 
the trial through an old German le­ 
gend. 


When Mr. Meiners planted his 25 
apple trees they showed no signs of 
life for a long time. 
Finally the one

EYES. 


A Plant's Cnrinns Habit. 


A curious fact is the tobacco plant's 


habit of erecting its leaves at sundown 
and dropping them at sunrise. Of 
course it is only possible while the 
plant is immature—while the upper 
leaves are not more than two-thirds 
developed—but it is so marked as to 
make a wide difference in the looks of 
a field at evening and 12 hours later. 
And the results are so beneficent as 
to make it seem the result of reason, 
for if the dewfall is heavy it all ruus 
down to the stalk, trickles down to 
the root and thus fortifies it against 
the blazing sun; vhile, if the leaves 
remained in pendulous spread, the 
moi.-.t:ire would either drop from their 
points beyond reach or else evaporate 
in the morning sun.

"The demand for artificial eye»f** 


said tho proprietor of a glass eye fao« 
tory in New York to a writer for the 
Washington Star recently, "was larger 


, during the last two years than 1 have 
ever known it to be, and I have been 
engaged in the manufacture of the 
article in question for the past quarter 
of a century. . Last year we sold 35-, 
000 artificial eyes, or an increase of 
7000 over the previous ye*ar. 
Prior to 


that our sales would not exceed 20,000 
annually. The recent demand indi- 
cates that more people are wearing 
glass eyes than formerly, and one of 
the chief reasons for this is that the 
false articles are sold cheaper aud are 
made to resemble the natural organs 
more perfectly now than ever before. 
Hence the poor who are compelled to 
wear glass eyes have little difficulty 
in obtaining them, and rich people 
are less sensitive about wearing the 
artificial 
product when necessary. 


Ten years ago an ordinary glass eye 
cost from $8 to $7, while those made 
to order with the pupil and the cornea 
carefully colored sold anywhere from 
§12 to 850. 
Competition has cut these 


prices down, until now an ordinary 
eye sells for §5, and the finer giades 
are worth from §10 to $'M, according 
to finish. 


More gray eyes are manufactured 


than any other color ; then conies the 
blue and next the brown eye. The 
call for black eyes is quite rare. They 
are only made to order, and are seldom, 
if ever, kept in stock. Opthalmia hos- 
pitals are the largest consumers of 
false eyes. 
These institutions buy iu 


quantities, and naturally obtain their 
supply at reduced rates. They gen- 
erally purchase the ready-made eyes, 
which are used on poor patients who 
are not in a financial position to be 
fastidious either as to the quality or 
finish of the article. 
We have hun- 


dreds of customers scattered all over 
the country, for all of whom we keep 
duplicates, ready to ship when ordered. 
The best glass eyes do not last for 
more than a year, owing to the action 
of such moisture as the tear, the acids 
of which affect the enamel, roughen 
the edges of the surface and very 
often cause a painful irritation of the 
eyelids. 


"The process of manufacture is in- 


teresting. In its initial'stage the eye 
is a long, slender stick of enamel,made 
of perfectly transparent and fusible 
flint glass. This is put into a cruci- 
ble and exposed to a great heat. Now 
the globernaker places the enamel over 
a blowpipe supplied with air, which is 
pumped by a machine into a huge 
cylinder and stored under water pres- 
sure. Then under the careful manip- 
ulation of the workman the enamel 
tube is formed into an oblong globe, 
just the size and shape of the human 
eye. 
Next it passes into the coloring 


room, where a correct tint is applied 
to the summit of the globe, and this 
is gently heated by a small flame and 
continuously rotated. 
When it has 


assumed the correct form of the iris 
more coloring matter is added to rep- 
resent the pupil, and it is then cov- 
ered by a thick layer of crystal to 
form the cornea. 
This done, the eye 


is cooled and sent to the cutting room, 
where it is formed into small hollow 
oval, with irregular edges. 
These 


edges are again heated and the eye 
allowed to cool slowly. This temper- 
ing process toughens the enamel and 
renders it less liable to break. The 
finish work consists in polishing the 
eye, and when this has been completed 
it is ready for the market.

Whea the opera- 
tion is complete a stoue thrown on 
its surface makes uo impression, and 
one may walk over it without wetting 
one's shoes.

this marble, which may be cut into 
large slabs, looked upon as a luxury, 
that none but the king, his sons and 
persons especially privileged are per- 
mitted to take it.

Wander From OIK* Pliice to Another— 
Their Women Intermarry With Other 


Writing about n tribe of little peo- 


ple in Africa, Oacar Koberts says: 


Most of these people are smaller 


than their Bakoko and Mabeya neigh- 
bors, but not all, as the dwarf women 
are sometimes married into these 
tribes. They desei ve the name dwarf 
more from the similarity of their habits 
to the true dwarfs iurther inland. 
They live a wandering, Indian-like 
life, hunting. 
They have nets 120 


feet long and three or four feet high, 
a number of which they stretch across 
the bush, and the men women aud 
children drive the game into these 
nets. 
They are experts in trapping 


too. 
They do not stay in one place 


long enough to plant, so they trade 
their game to their agricultural neigh- 
bors for \ egetable food. These Mabeya 
head men have a certain kind of own- 
ership over them, sometimes furnish- 


j ing them with powder and guns, and 
nets and a very little cloth for their 
game during the time they are in that 
community. When not successful iu 
the hunt, they must depend upon the 
wild plants, nuts, honey, which they 
know so well how to find. They often 
have a feast and more often a famine. 


Their sheds are from fifteen to fifty 


feet long, the leaf roof touching the 
ground on one side, and being about 
four feet and a half high on the other 
side. When there are large trees the 
roofs are made of the bark of a tree 
four or five feet iu diameter, which 
often does not have time to crack and 
leak before the dwarfs want to move. 
Under these sheds are the pole beds, 
supported by forked sticks four or five 
inches from the ground. There is a 
space left for a fire between every two 
beds. If they have any boxes or small 
tin trunks, they keep them hid in the 
bush; there is nothing to be seen un- 
less they have a pot, or bowl, or bas- 
ket, a net or gun, or a native ax; and 
no man is rich enough to possess all 
of these. 
They can move all their 


possessions on fifteen minutes' notice; 
may be living here today and twenty 
miles away tomorrow. 
Three moves 


do not equal one fire with them. 


For amusement a man goes through 


violent form of exercise, trying to move 
as many of the muscles of his body at 
one time as pocsible, the spectators 
clapping their hands and calling, beat- 
ing on sticks and their drums during 
the performance. 
They seem to be- 


lieve iu one supreme being who is 
good and kind, but, of course have no 
definite knowledge of him. They 
fear the spirits of the departed, and 
are said to move at once from a place 
where one of their number died. They 
fear and try to appease many evil 
spirits, one of which takes a dreadful 
form for his punishment. 
Among the 


Maybeyas near here I know of but 
one blind man; yet it is the rule to 
find one blind man in a community cf 
from fifteen to fifty dwarfs, and some- 
times as many as three blind ones, 
made blind some night by the agent 
of this evil spirit as a punishment for 
some offense. 


Miss MacClean, a lady of Glasgow, 


has given the funds for the work for 
these people. 
It is the purpose to es- 


tablish a station about ninety miles 
from the beach, doing regular station 
work with the Mabeya-speaking peo- 
ple there, and at the same time doing 
everything possible for the speedy 
evangelization of these wandering 
people. But the workers are needed, 
men with good constitutions aud a 
real love for itinerating bush travel. 
If a man has a love for plants and in- 
sects and birds, so much the better. 
These people might be able to show 
him a medical property of some of the 
plants they know that would be help- 
ful to all. The power to shoot a par- 
rot out of a high tree with a Winches- 
ter ought not to be lightly overlooked 
in a country where everything is eaten, 
from a si»ake to a monkev. 


cuten as table luxuries, just as hon'a 
eggs and oa a substitute for them. 
They are said to bo very rich and de- 
licious. Captain Tawes purposes, if 
ho is given a sufficient nppropriatiou 
to justify it, to impound a number of 
females in a state pound or pounds 
and to hatch out the young ones from 
the eggs. They begin laying about 
the middle of May and hatch in about 
thirty days.

female terrapin 


scratches a hole in the sand with her 
fore paws, deposits, her eggs, from 
thirteen to nineteen, in it, and then 
covers them up and leaves the heat'of 
the sun on the suud to hatch out the 
young terrapin. 


They are not much bigger when 


hatched than a man's thumb nail and 
are as soft as dough. They crawl 
around pretty lively and begin to hunt 
for their food,consisting of small fish, 
crabs, etc. The first summer they are 
quite small, and about the first to the 
middle of November they go into their 
winter quarters. This is some soft 
mud hole iu the marsh or on the bot- 
tom of some stream. 
Here they sleep 


until the middle of April or later, when 
they come out and are of quite re- 
spectable size, say four 
inches iu 


breadth. The next year they are six 
inches and the third seven inches in 
breadth. 


It is, undoubtedly, while the terra- 


pin slumbers in the mud that he ac- 
quires the peculiar qualities for which 
we admire him. 
It is the only flesh 


known which one can crush in his 
mouth with his tongue without the aid 
of his teeth. 
The other animals run 


about, sleeping only at night. 
The 


terrapin sleeps night and day for six 
or seven months of the year and takes 
his night naps, too, for the rest of the 
year. 


Mr. Tawes is of opinion that he 


could make a very decided impression 
upon the terrapin supply in a short 
while. He would do this not because 
the terrapin is a luxury, but because 
it used to be and can again become a 
source of great profit to those who 
catch them upon our great marshes 
on the Chesapeake bay and its tribu- 
taries. At present prices a seven-inch 
diamond-back is worth in the city 
markets from $8 to $10. 


Crisfield is the seat of the tenapin 


trade. There are two firms there who 
have a large trade in them, A. T. 
Lavallette & Co. and A. B. Kiggin & 
Co. Mr. Lavallette has a handsome 
dwelling on the south side of Crisfield 
harbor and near it, across an arm of a 
small creek, is his terrapin pound. It 
is securely fenced in, so as to prevent 
the escape of the high-priced inmates. 
He has at present about 10,000 terra- 
pin, most of which are now in the 
winter's sleep, not in the pound, but 
in the cellar of his house. 
This is 


kept dark and above freezing point, 
but not too warm. 
Lavallette & Co. 


have an immense trade in terrapin iu 
Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
and New York. 
New York is the 


principal place. 
They received one 


order for 83000 worth of terrapin on 
the occasion of the visit of Li-Hung t 
Chapg to New York, and they sup- 
plied the terrapin for the Bradley-

MAKING CLASS EYES. 


A P lant’# Curious Habit. 


A curious fact is the tobacco plant’s 
habit of erecting its leaves at sundown 
and dropping thorn at sunrise.

leaves are not more than two-thirds 
developed—but it is so marked as to 
make a wide difference in the looks of 
a field at evening and 12 hours later. 
And the results are so beneficent as 
to make it seem the result of reason, 
for if tho dewfall is heavy it all runs 
down to tho stalk, trickles down to 
tho root and thus fortifies it against 
the blazing sun; while, if the leaves 
remained in pendulous spread, the 
moisture would either drop from their 
points beyond reach or else evajjorate 
in the morning sun.

000 artificial eves, or an increase of 
7000 over the previous ye*ar. 
Prior to 
that our sales would not exceed 20,000 
annually. 
The recent demand indi* 
cates that more people are wearing 
glass eyes than formerly, and one of 
the chief reasons for this is that tho 
false articles are sold cheaper and are 
made to resemble the natural organs 
moro perfectly now than ever before. 
Hence the poor who are compelled to 
wear glass eyes have little difficulty 
in obtaining them, and rich people 
are less sensitive about wearing tho 
artificial 
product 
when 
necessary. 
Ten years ago an ordinary glass eye 
cost from $6 to $7, whilo those made 
to order with the pupil and the cornea 
carefully colored sold anywhere from 
$12 to 350. 
Competition has cut these 
prices down, until now an ordinary 
eye sells for $5, and the finer grades 
are worth from $10 to $'¿0, according 
to finish. 


More gray eyes are manufactured 
than any other color ; then comes the 
blue and next tho brown eye. 
The 
call for black eyes is quite rare. They 
are only made to order, andaré seldom, 
if over, kept in stock. Opthalmia hos­ 
pitals are the largest consumers of 
false eyes. 
These institutions buy in 
quantities, and naturally obtain their 
supply at reduced rates. 
They gen­ 
erally purchase the ready-made eyes, 
which are used on poor patients who 
are not in a financial position to be 
fastidious either as to the quality or 
finish of the article. 
We have hun­ 
dreds of customers scattered all over 
the country, for all of whom we keep 
duplicates, ready to ship when ordered. 
The best glass eyes do not last for 
more than a year, owing to the action 
of such moisture as the tear, the acids 
of which affect the enamel, roughen 
the edges of the surface and very 
often cause a painful irritation of the 
evelids. 
* 


“ The process of manufacture is in­ 
teresting. 
In itfe initial stage the eye 
is a long, slender stick of enamel,made 
of perfectly transparent and fusible 
flint glass. 
This is put into a cruci­ 
ble and exposed to a great heat. Now 
the globemaker places the enamel over 
a blowpipe supplied with air, which is 
pumped by a machine into a huge 
cylinder and stored under water pres­ 
sure. 
Then under the careful manip­ 
ulation of the workman the enamel 
tube is formed into an oblong globe, 
just the size and shape of the human 
eye. 
Next it passes into the coloring 
room, where a correct tint is applied 
to the summit of tho globe, and this 
is gently heated by a small flame and 
continuously rotated. 
When it has 
assumed the correct form of the iris 
more coloring matter is added to rep­ 
resent the pupil, and it is then cov­ 
ered by a thick layer of crystal to 
form the cornea. 
This done, the eye 
is cooled and sent to the cutting room, 
where it is formed into small hollow 
oval, with irregular edges. 
These 
edges are again heated and the eye 
allowed to cool slowly. 
This temper­ 
ing process toughens the enamel and 
renders it less liable to break. 
The 
finish work consists in polishing the 
eye, and when this has been completed 
it is ready for the market.

DIMINUTIVE 
PEOPLE 
ARE 
NOTED 
TRAPPERS AND HUNTERS. 


They Drive Caine Into I«.rtng Nets and 
Wander From One Plaeo to Another— 
Their "Women Intermarry AVIth Other 
Tribe«-Peculiar Customs, Thrifty 
ays. 


Writing about a tribe of little peo­ 
ple in Africa, Oscar Roberts says: 
Most of theso people are smaller 
than their Bakoko and Mabeya neigh­ 
bors, but not all, as tho dwarf women 
are sometimes married into 
theso 
tribes. 
They deserve the name dwarf 
more from the similarity of their habits 
to the true dwarfs further inland. 
They live a wandering, Indian-like 
life, hunting. 
They have nets 120 
feet long and three or four feet high, 
a number of which they stretch across 
the bush, and the men women and 


eaten as tablo luxuries, just as hen’s 
eggs and as a substitute for them. 
They are said to be very rich and de­ 
licious. 
Captaiu Tawes purposes, if 
ho is given a sufficient appropriation 
to justify it, to impound a number of 
females in a state pound or pounds 
and to hatch out the young ones from 
tho eggs. 
They begin laying about 
tho middle of May and hatch in about 
thirty days. 
The 
female terrapin 
scratches a hole in the sand with her 
fore paws, deposit^ her eggs, from 
thirteen to nineteen, in it, and then 
covers them up and leaves the heat of 
tho sun on the sand to hatch out tho 


I young terrapin. 


They are not much bigger when 
' hatched than a man’s thumb uail and 
! are as soft as dough. 
They crnwl 
around pretty lively and begin to hunt 
for their food,consisting of small fish, 
crabs, etc. The first summer they are

quite small, and about the first to tho 
middle of November they go into then

They are experts in trapping • 
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They are experts in trapping 
too. 
They do not stay in one plaeo 
long enough to plant, so they trade 
their game to their agricultural neigh­ 
bors for vegetable food. These Mabeya 
head men have a certain kind of own­ 
ership over them, sometimes furnish­ 
ing them with powder and guns, and 
nets and a verv little cloth for their 
game during the time they are in that 
community, 
When not successful in 
the hunt, they must depend upon the 
wild plauts, nuts, honey, which they 
know so well how to find. They often 
have a feast and more often a famine. 


Their sheds are from fifteen to fifty 
feet long, the leaf roof touching the 
ground on one side, and being about 
four feet and a half high on the other 
side. 
When there are large trees the 
roofs are made of the bark of a tree 
four or five feet in diameter, which 
often does not have time to crack and 
leak before the dwarfs want to move. 
Under these sheds are the pole beds, 
supported by forked sticks four or five 
inches from the gronnd. 
There is a 
space left for a fire between every two 
beds. If they have any boxes or small 
tin trunks, they keep them hid in the 
bush; there is nothing to be seen un­ 
less they have a pot, or bowl, or bas­ 
ket, a net or gun, or a native ax; and 
no man is rich enough to possess all 
of these. 
They can move all their 
possessions 011 fifteen minutes’ notice; 
may be living here todny and twenty 
miles away tomorrow. 
Three moves 
do not equal one fire with them. 


For amusement a man goes through 
violent form of exercise, trying to move j 
as many of the muscles of his body at j 
one time as possible, the spectators 
clapping their hands and calling, beat­ 
ing on sticks and their drums during 
the performance. 
They seem to be­ 


mud hole in the marsh or 011 the bot 
tom of some stream. 
Here they sleep 
until tho middle of April or later, wl*e*i 
they como out and are of quite 1 e 
speetable size, say four 
inches m 
breadth. 
The next year they are m\ 
inches and the third seven inches in 
breadth. 


It is, undoubtedly, whilo the terra 
pin slumbers in the mud that he a-* 
quires the peculiar qualities for whnh 
we admire him. 
It is tho only flt“*h 
known which one can crush in In* 
mouth with his tongue without tho aid 
of his teeth. 
The other animals run 
about, sleeping only at night. 
The 
terrapin sleeps night and day for >mk 
orsoven months of the year and takes 
his night naps, too, for the rest of tho 
year. 


Mr. Tawes is of opinion that he 
could make a very decided impression 
upon the terrapin supply in a sh«>rt 
while. 
He would do this not because 
the terrapin is a luxury, but because 
it used to be and can again become a 
source of great profit to those who 
catch them upon our great marshes 
on the Chesapeake bay and its tribn 
taries. At present prices a seven-inch 
diamond-back is worth in the city 
markets from $8 to $ 10. 


Orisfield is the seat of the terrapin 
trade. 
There are two firms there who 
have a large trade in them, A. T. 
Lavallette & Co. and A. B. 
Riggin A 
Co. 
Mr. Lavallette has a handsome 
dwelling on the south side of Crisfield 
harbor and near it, across an arm of a 
small creek, is his terrapin pound. It 
is securely fenced in, so as to prevent 
the escape of the high-priced inm ates. 
He has at present about 10,000 terra­ 
pin, most of which are now in the 
winter’s sleep, not in the pound, but 
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fear the spirits of the departed, and 
are said to move at once from a place 
where one of their number died. They 
fear and try to appease many evil 
spirits, one of which takes a dreadful 
form for his punishment. 
Among tho 
Maybevas near here I know of but 
one blind man; yet it is the rule to 
find one blind man in a community of 
from fifteen to fifty dwarfs, and some­ 
times as many as three blind ones, 
made blind some night by the agent 
of this evil spirit as a punishment for 
some offense. 


Miss MacClean, a lady of Glasgow, 
has given the funds for the work for 
these people. 
It is the purpose to es­ 
tablish a station about ninety miles 
from the beach, doing regular station 
work with the Mabeya-speaking peo­ 
ple there, and at the same time doing 
everything possible 
for the speedy 
evangelization of 
these 
wandering 
people. 
But the workers are needed, 
men with good constitutions and a 
real love for itinerating bush travel. 
If a man has a love for plants and in­ 
sects and birds, so much the better. 
These people might be able to show 
him a medical property of some of tho 
plants they know that would be help­ 
ful to all. 
The power to shoot a par­ 
rot out of a high tree with a Winches­ 
ter ought not to be lightly overlooked 
in a country where everything is eaten, 
from a snake to a monkey. 


TERRAPIN CULTURE. 


An Kxpert Talks Kntc*rtainhigly About a 
Profit able Jmluhtry. 


Mr. James C. Tawes, the state fish 
commissioner for tho Eastern, shore, 
lives in Orisfield, 
He is an active 
and progressive busine>.s man, and 
unusually bright and intelligent, 
He 
has spent hislifoas a detier in marine 
productions, such 
as 
fish, crabs, 
oysters, and terrapin, and is alert to 
note anything affecting that industry. 


Mr. Tawes is quite enthusiastic 011 
the subject of restoring the supply of 
diamond-back terrapin. 
The marshes 
and sandbanks are still there, 
the 
food of the terrapin is as abundant as 
ever, yet that precious little reptile is 
fast becoming 
extinct, 
Yet 
Mr. 
Tawes is of opinion that they can be 
raised with ease and surprising cheap­ 
ness, and that with the aid of the 
state the supply may easily be main­ 
tained. 


The cause of the rapid decline in 
the quantity of the terrapin is thought 
by the natives to be due to the destruc­ 
tion of the terrapin eggs. 
As they 
lay only in high, sandy places, scores 
of people in the laying season patrol 
the sandy beaches daily in search of 
the*» eggs, and carry them off to be

Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
and New York. 
New York is the 
principal place. 
They received one 
order for #3000 worth of terrapin on 
the occasion of the visit of Li-Hung 
Chang to New York, and they sup 
plied the terrapin for the Bradley 
Mai tin ball.—Baltimore Sun.

Of appro aching "war" at th~e~ nation's 
Capital. Sunday was an unusually busy 
4my. At the state, war and navy de- 
partments there was little semblance of 
the Sabbath. Chiefs of bureaus, clerks, 
messengers and telegraph operators 
were all at work. Probably never since 
the days of the late war have so many 
officials gathered at the war and navy 
departments on a Sunday. The presi- 
dent had conferences with the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, and Assistant Sec- 
retary Day had a conference with the 
Spanish minister a't the state depart- 
ment. At the same time It was stated 
In official circles that the president 
wa» determined to terminate the war 
111 Cuba on terms that will make the 
Cubans practically free. 


A matter of considerable Importance 


In connection with the Spanish con- 
troversy is the fact that In Sunday's 
elections in Spain the Sagasta govern- 
ment made sweeping victories. 


The presentation of the report of the 


Maine board of inquiry and the pres- 
ident's message to congress on Mon- 
day attracted large and excited crowds 
to both houses, but there were no war- 
like demonstrations among the law- 
makers. After the cabinet meeting of 
that day the talk of the officials was 
extremely peaceful, though it was ad- 
mitted that the danger point was not 
yet passed. The report of the Spanish 
commission on the Maine disaster also 
reached the capital. It is directly op- 
posite to that presented by this gov- 
ernment's investigators, asserting pos- 
itively that the explosion was internal.

Washington, March 28.—Following Is 
the full text of the report of the court 
of Inquiry appointed to Investigate the 
disaster to the Maine a t H a v a n a ; 
United

A f t e r full and m a t u r e 
consideration 
of all tiie testimony before it, the court 
finds 
a s follows: 


1. T h a t the United States battleship 
Maine arrived in the h a r b o r of H a v a n a , 
Cuba, on the 25th day of J a n u a r y , 1898, 
a n d w a s take« to buoy No. 4, In f r o m 
five to six f a t h o m s of water, by the

regular government pilot. 


The United States consul general a t 
H a v a n a 
had 
notified t h e 
authorities 
a t t h a t place, the previous evening, of 
the Intended arrival of the Maine. 


2.« The state of discipline on 
ooard 
the Maine was excellent, and all orders 
a n d regulations in reprai'd to the care 
and safety of the ship were 
strictly 
carried out. 


All ammunition w a s stowed In ac- 
cordance with prescribed 
Instructions, 
and proper care w a s taken 
whenever 
ammunition was 
handled. 
' Nothing was stowed in a n y one of the 
magazines or shell rooms which 
w a s 
not permitted to be stowed there. 


The magazines and shell rooms were 
always locked a f t e r h a v i n g been open- 
ed, and after the destruction of 
the 
Maine the keys were found in 
their 
proper 
place In the captain's 
cabin, 
everything having been reported secure 
t h a t evening a t 8 p. m. 
The 
tem- 
peratures 
of the m a g a z i n e and 
shell 
room were taken daily a n d 
reported. 
The only magazine which had a n u n - 
due amount of heat w a s the a f t e r ten 
inch niag;azlne, and t h a t did not ex- 
plode a t the time the Maine w a s de- 
stroyed. 


The torpi^o w a r h e a d s were all stow- 
ed in tiie iafter p a r t of the ship u n d e r 
t h e w a r d 
room, 
and 
neither 
caused 
nor participated In the destruction of 
the Maine. 


T h e dry gun cotton primers a n d de- 
tonatoi'i^ ware stowed in the cabin a f t , 
a n d remote from the scene of the ex- 
plosion. 


W a s t e w a s carefully looked a f t e r on 
board 
the 
Maine to obviate 
danger. 
Special orders In regard to this 
had 
been given by the c o m m a n d i n g offlcer. 


Varnishes, dryers, alcohol and other 
combustibles of this n a t u r e were stow- 
ed on or above the m a i n 
deck 
and 
could not have 
had 
a n y t h i n g to 
do 
with the destruction of the Maine, 


The medical stores were stowed a f t 
under the w a r d room and remote f r o m 
the scene of the explosion. 


No dangerous stores of a n y kind were 
stowed below In a n y of the other store 
rooms. 


The coal bunkers were Inspected daily. 
Of those bunkers a d j a c e n t to the for- 
w a r d magazines and shell rooms four 
were empty, namely, B 3, B 4, B 5, B 6. 


A 5 had been In use t h a t day, 
a n d 
A 16 was full of new river coal. 
Tliis 
coal had been carefully Inspected be- 
fore receiving it on board. 
The bunker 
in which It was stowed w a s accesslblr^ 
on three sides at all times, and 
the 
fourth side a t this time on account of 
bunkers B 4 and B 6 being empty. 
This 
bunker, A 16, had been inspected Mon- 
day by the engineer ofllcer on duty. 


The fire a l a r m s In the bunkers were 
in working order, and there had never 
been a case of spontaneous combustion 
of coal on board the Maine, 


The two a f t e r boilers of the ship were 
In use at the time of the disaster, but 
for 
auxiliary 
purposes 
only, 
with 
a 
comparatively low pressure of 
steam 
and being tended by a reliable watch. 
These boilers could not have 
caused 
the explosion of the ship. 
The 
f o u r 
forward boilers have since been found 
by the divers and are In *a fair con- 
dition. 


On the night of the destruction 
of 
the 
Maine 
everything 
had 
been 
re- 
ported secure for the night a t 8 p. m. 
by reliable persons, through the proper 
authorities, 
to the 
c o m m a n d i n g 
of- 
ficer. 
At the time the Maine was de- 
stroyed the ship w a s quiet, and there- 
fore least liable to accident caused by 
tnovements f r o m those on board. 


3, The destruction of the Maine oc- 
curred tit 9:40 p. m. on the 15th day of 
February. 1S08, in the Harbor of

vana, 
Cuba, 
she 
being 
a t 
the 
time 
moored to the s a m e buoy to which 
had been taken upon her aiTlval. 


There were two exnlosions of a dis- 
tinctly different character, with a very 
short but distinct 
interval 
between 
them, and the forward 
p a r t 
of

ship was lifted to a marked dearee at 
the time of the first explosion. 


T h e first explosion was more In the 
n a t u r e of a report, like t h a t of a gun, 
while the second exijloslun was 
more 
open, prolonged, and

4. The evidence bearing upon this, be- 
ing principally obtained f r o m 
divers, 
did not enable the court to form a def- 
inite conclusion a s to the condition of 
the wreck, although it v»'as established < 
t h a t the a f t e r i)cirt of the ship w a s * 


praccicaiiy 
i n t a c t 
a n d 
sanic 1h 
t h a t 
condition a very few minutes after tho 
destruction of the f o r w a r d part. 


The following facts In regard to the 
I forward p a r t of the ship are, however, 
established by the testimony. 


T h a t portion of the port side of the 
protective 
deck which extends 
from 
about f r a m e 20 to about f r a m e 41 was 
blown up aft, and over to port. 
The 
main deck f r o m about 
f r a m e 
30 to 
about f r a m e 41 was blown up aft, and 
slightly over to starboard, folding the 
forward p a r t of the middle superstruc- 
ture over and on top of the after part. 


This was, in the opinion of the court, 
caused by the partial explosion of two 
or more of the f o r w a r d magazines of 
the Maine. 


5. At f r a m e 17 the outer shell of the 
ship f r o m a point eleven and one-half 
feet from the middle line of the ship 
and six feet above the keel when In Its 
normal position has been forced up so 
as to be now about four feet above the 
surface of the water; therefore, about 
34 feet above where It would be had the 
ship sank uninjured.

In the opinion of the court this ef- 
fect could have been produced only by 
the explosion of a mine situated under 
t h e bottom of the ship a t about f r a m e 
18, and somewhat on the port side of 
the ship.

''The appalling calamity fell upon the 
people of our country 
with 
crushing 
force, and for a brief time an intense 
excitement prevailed, which in a com- 
m u n i t y less j u s t a n d 
self 
controlled 
t h a n ours might have led to hasty acts 
of blind resentment. 
This spirit, how- 
ever, soon gave w a y to the calmer pro- 
cesses oi reason and to the resolve to 
Investigate the f a c t s and await m a t e - 
rial proof before forming a j u d g m e n t 
a s to the cause, the responsibility, and, 
a s the f a c t s warranted, 
the remedy. 
This course necessarily 
recommended 
itself f r o m the outset to the executive, 
for only In the light of a dispassionate- 
ly ascertained 
certainty could It 
de- 
termine the n a t u r e and measure of Its 
full duty in the matter, 


"The usual procedure was followed, 
as in all cases of casualty or disaster 
to national 
vessels of any 
maritime 
state. 
A naval court of inquiry w a s a t 
once organized, 
composed 
of officers 
well qualified by r a n k and 
practical 
experience to discharge the. duty im- 
posed upon thern. 
Aided by a strong 
force of wreckers and divers, the court 
proceeded to m a k e a thorough investi- 
gation on the spot, employing 
every 
available m e a n s for the impartial and 
exact 
determination 
of the cause 
of 
the explosion. 
Its operations have been 
conducted 
with 
the utmost 
delibera- 
tion and judgment, and v/hile Independ- 
ently 
pursued no source of i n f o r m a - 
tion was neglected, and t h e fullest op- 
portunity

allowed 
for a 
simul- 
taneous Investigation by the 
Spanish 
authorities. 


"The 
finding 
of the court of Inquiry 
w a s reached a f t e r 23 days of continu- ^ 
ous labor, on the 21st of March, 
a n d 
having been approved on the 22d by j 
the commander-in-chief of the United ' 
States naval force on the North A t - , 
lantic station, w a s transmitted to t h e 
executive. 
It is herewith 
laid 
before 
congress, together with the voluminous 
testimony t a k e n before the court. 


"I have direcled that the 
finding 
of 
the court of inquiry and the views of 
this government thereon be communi- 
cated to the government of her

jesty, the queen regent, and I do not

March 30.—Congress a n d 
the cabinet divided attention yesterday 
in the Spanish situation. 
In 
congress 
the feeling which began to take form 
a f t e r the president's conservative a n d 
pacific message on the Maine 
report 
w a s submitted on Monday found 
ex- 
pression yesteray In resolutions propos- ^ 
Ing a declaration of war, recognition of 
the Independence of Cuba, armed inter- 
vention and other decisive and warlike 
steps against Spain. 


Within five minutes a f t e r the senate 
convened Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, Intro- 
duced a resolution recognizing the In- 
dependence of the Cuban republic. This 
w a s foUowed by a resolution f r o m Mr. 
Rawlings, 
of 
Utah, 
declaring 
w a r 
against the kingdom of Spain. Mr. For- 
Iker, of Ohio, then Introduced a resolu- 
-lon declaring for such intervention in 
the Cuban w a r as would briny about 
the independence of the Cubans. 
Fol- 
lowing this came a resolution by Mr. 
Frye, of Maine, demanding t h a t Cuba 
be made free. The resolutions followed 
one another so I'apidly as to stun the 
auditors, both senators and spectators. 
The galleries were in a commotion and 
t h e people were prepared for anything. 


This w a s the condition 
when 
V Ice 
President H o b a r t recognized Mr. 
Ma- 
son, of Illinois, forhisannounced speech 
on the president's message transmitting 
the report of the Maine court of inquiry. 
Mr. Mason read his speech from m a n u - 
script. but it was delivered with all the 
vigor and fire of which he is capable. 
T h e Intensity of the feeling of those in 
the galleries was evidenced by the storm 
of applause which was elicited by Ms 
declaration t h a t he w a s for war. 


On the house side it w a s 
a p p a r e n t 
t h a t the Republican m a j o r i t y could be 
no longer controlled by w h a t Is known 
as the conservative element led by the 
speaker. Groups of membei's In a s t a t e 
of excitement were to be seen on every 
hand. 
In each cloak room mere were

tions of the Maine testimony were read.

discussed 
plans and possible f u t u r e proceedings. 
It was generally acknowledged t h a t

serious condition had arisen; t h a t a cri- 
sis w a s near a t hand. It w a s the opin- 
ion of some of the conservative m e m - 
bers t h a t In a day or two the feeling 
would subside and m e m b e r s would not 
be so agitated. Much depends upon the 
next few days. T h a t congress will not 
long remain Inactive if some decided 
action is not t a k e n by the administra- 
tion is certain. It is also true t h a t the 
talk of an armistice caused a great deal 
of ill feeling.

THE OMAHA FAIR, 


Some Quoor reiitur<\s of tlio Coming 
Trans-MlSRissippl li^xposilion. 


Among the curious features of 
tho 
Trans-Mississippi exhibition, to open 
at Omaha in June, will be a represen- 
tation of our American ludians. 
The 
idea, writes Frank G. Carpenter, is to 
have the government send here 15 In- 
dians of each tribe, and to have each 
tribe have its own little camp or In- 
dian village.so that by walkiug through 
this exhibit one can get a knowledge 
of the Indians of the United States. 
These Indians will have their feast 
days. They will go through their vari- 
ous games, and the show will be both 
instructive aud interesting. 
Such a 
thing has never been-attempted in any 
other exhibition. 
It will probably be 
carried on by the government, and 
will form a part of the general show, 
so that there will be no extra charge. 
The nearness of many of the reserva- 
tions to Omaha will make this part of 
the exhibition cost comparatively lit- 
tle. At the same time the government 
will jDrobably send its wonderful col- 
lection of models, showiug the 
In- 
dians engaged in iheir various occupa- 
tions, which may form a part of this 
special exhibit. 


Among the other queer things to be 
shown will be Daniel Boone's cabin. 
This will be brought from Missouri 
and will be rebuilt here. After Boone 
left Kentucky he moved to Missouri, 
and there spent his last days. 
There 
will be a representation of the Eygp- 
tiaus of the Smidan and other shows, 
something after the fashion of the 
Midway Plaisance of Chicago. 
A day 
in the Alps will be the title of a de- 
partment showing life in Switzerland. 
This will be made i\i:> of real people, 
of paintings and scenic eflects built up 
to represent the reality. 
The 
Alps 
and their glaciers, the tourists climb- 
ing the mountains, etc., will all 
be 
shown. 
Then there will be shows de- 
picting life in the West of the 
dime 
novel description, or of the Buffalo 
Bill order. 
Shows containing Indian 
massacres, 
such as a re-enactment 
of the Custer massacre of 1877, and 
scenes of scouting life as they form- 
erly took place in the West. A repre- 
sentation of mining at Cripple Creek 
will be given, depicting life in the 
mining camps and also other queer 
features, such as the Sherman 
um- 
brella, in which passengers are sent 
flying around a circle in a car which is 
raised to a height of 300 feet above the 
earth.

Nothing that has occurred since he 
became secretary of agriculture has 
given Professor Wilson half as much 
gratification as the results of tho ex- 
periments that have been going on 
under his diiection in Iowa and Ne- 
braska during the last few months in 
the treatment of hog cholera by inoc- 
ulation, for he thinks the discoveries 
that have thus been developed 
are 
worth §100,000,000 a year to the peo- 
pl^pf the United States. 
' The experiments, says a Washing- 
ton correspondent 
of 
tho Chicago 
Eocord 
were 
undertakezi in 
Page 
county, Iowa, last spring, whore sev- 
eral hundred hogs that wore a&licted 
with a diseapjg tjiat has until now been 
considered fatal, "wei^ cured by the 
use of serum, and several hundred 
more that were perfectly healthy when 
protected by the serum Avcre permit- 
ted to range freely among those that 
were diseased without showiug any 
effects from the contagion. 
Eighty- 
five per cent, of the sick were cured 
and the healthy protected. 
Similar 
experiments have been going on in 
Nebraska all summer, but the detailed 
returns have not been received. 
The 
serum is obtained in the same manner 
as the anti-toxin that is used for diph- 
theria. 
A horse or a cow is inocu- 
lated with the germs day after day un- 
til no effect is apparent. 
Its veins are 
then tapped, a few dtops of its blood 
injected under the skin of 
healthy 
hogs has the same efiect as a preven- 
tive of cholera that vaccination has in 
smallpox.

horse or cow will produce 1000 doses of 
serum a year, and, if ordinary economy 
is practiced, this will reduce the cost 
of treatment to 10 or 15 cents peí*'hog. 
Hundreds of 
thousands of 
liorses- 
throughout the United States that are 
now killed for their hides may be used 
to save the hogs, and their value will 
be increased by the demand thus cre- 
ated for them. 


The method of cultivatingtheseruni 
can be taught at all the agricultural ex- 
l)eriment stations and on the large 
stock farms, aud Avith a little experi- 
ence farmers may be able to furnish 
their own supply. 
The county agri- 
cultural societies can take up the mat- 
ter, and by co-operation their mem- 
bers can reduce the cost and extend 
the usefulness of the treatment, 
but 
in the meantime Secretary Wilson 
considers it his duty to introduce the 
remedy and educate farmers and stock- 
growers until they can take care of 
themselves. 


Secretary Wilson estimates the an- 
nual loss from hog cholera in 
the 
United States from §90,000,000 
to 
$100,000,000. 
In the state of Iowa 
alone, where the statistics of the mor- 
tality of the animals affiicted with this 
disease have been accurately kept, the 
annual loss is $15,000,000. 
He be- 
lieves that nearly all tlais can be pre- 
vented.

It is shown by Gov- 
ornmont statistics, for Instance, that oi 
the 35,000,000 bushels of oysters con- 
Buraed throughout the*world each year 
30.000,000 bushels are supplied by the 
United States, and that the oyster fish- 
ery excels any other fishery in impor- 
tance. 
Add to this that the industry 
Is especially Important in the States ol 
New Jersey and Maryland—the latter 
alone producing one-third of the world's 
crop—and it will be seen tliat there are 
special 
reasons 
why 
Philadelphia 
should be cordial to the oyster, and 
should greet its advent with a d.egree ol 
effusiveness not extended to any othei 
thing in the edible list with the possi- 
ble exception of the Thanksgiving tur- 
key.—Philadelphia Record.

One foot from the ground its 
trunk Is lU feet and 10 Inches in cir- 
cumference and its longest limbs ex- 
tend each way 119 feet," On tho farm 
of James B. Palmer, of Lisbon, is an

around the trupk one foot from tiie 
ground 22 1-3 feet.

I am satisfied that not one person in 
twenty is aware that too much 
water 
is more dangerous to tho plants 
than 
too little. 
Some gardeners seem

have the idea that to take a watering 
pot in hand to sui^idy the needs of 
plants is an easy duty,and that to give 
a da«h here and to soak the soil there, 
is all there is to the 
matter. 
One 
thing is 
to be 
observed: 
Not 
all 
plants under all circumstances, nor, 
indeed, the same iDlants under 
dillbr- 
ent circumstances require the same 
amount of Avater. 
I t is 
necessary, 
fcherefoi'e, 
to 
study the nature 
and 
habits of kinds so that each may 
be 
treated according to its needs. 
A 
vigorous blooming plant, say a fuchsia 
or geranium, might be said to rejire- 
sent the maximum need of water; the 
same when in a state of rest, in cool, 
damp weather, the minimam 
require- 
ment .as to this. 
Therefore, to give 
exactly the same quantity of water in 
both conditions named Avould be to 
cause harm by not giving enough Ava- 
ter to some and too much to others. 
One safe rule is to Avait until the 
ball 
of earth begins to get rather dry, and 
then to give enough Avater to moisten 
the soil through and through. 
Then 
do not Avater again until the formei 
state of dryness is reached, be that 
time six hours or six 
days,—Tick's

The United States of Australia will 
in all likelihood come into existence 
before the present century expires. 
This prediction is made regardless o1 
the fact that Queensland and 
Ne^ 
Zealand still hold aloof from entering 
the proposed federation. 
With five oJ 
the Australian colonies wildly in favoi 
of the idea of federation, the two re- 
maining colonies are bound to come 
over ere long. 
But the federation 
can be formed without waiting for the 
acquiescence of Queensland and ]STew 
Zealand, and such is Jikely to^be the 
case. 
From what can be gathered 
from roccnt news disiDatches it seems 
that the five colonies 
which 
are 
already anxious to federate intend to 
fix upon some definite plan of union 
within the next few months, extending 
to Queensland and New Zealand the 
privilege of entering the federation 
later. 
Some idea of the 
immense 
character of the jjroposed federation 
may be derived from the fact that the 
Australian colonies which are now 
ready to enter the union cover 2,300,- 
000 square miles and contain 3,07^,- 
998 inhabitants. 
Under the proposed 
federation the IDIogress of the colonies 
will be more decided than at any time 
heretofore. 
If Australia follows in 
the wake of Canada, will it not score 
another triumph 
for the American 
principle? 


If the well-known British statistic- 
ian, Michael G, Mulhall, is correct in 
his figures, tho German Empire has 
progressed more 
rapidly than any 
other European i)ower during the past 
twenty years. 
In tho North American 
Review the ^atistician undertakes to 
establish the truth of this statement. 
Within the period of time under con- 
sideration Mr. Mulhall shows that the 
textile manufactures of the 
empire 
liave more than doubled in amount. 
En 1876 the German cotton mills con- 
sumed only 280,000 tons of raw fibre, 
whereas at the present time they con- 
sume 590,000 tons. 
This is not sur- 
prising in view of the fact that these 
mills contain 4,700,000 spindles, or 
considerably more than any 
other 
country of Euroi^e. 
What is true of 
the cotton industry in tho matter of 
growth is also true of the silk indus- 
try. 
In silk manufactures Germany 
ranks second only to France, and dur- 
ing the past twenty years her rate of 
progress in this lino has been muci* 
more rapid. "With respect to tho mau 
afacture of sugar, Germany's output 
of this product has more ^lan trebled 
fiince 187G, 
In the munufacture of in- 
dustrial implements, 
hardware 
and 


machinery, it appears that tho empire 
lias also mado extraordinary progress. 
Twenty years ago the aggregate debts 
of all the States included within the 
present German ompire amounted to 
B620,000,000; to-day the burden which 
the 
empivQ 
carries aggregates 
the 
amazing sum of $2,900,000,000, 
This 
increase is duo to the fact that the 
Government has incurred bonded in- 
debtedness in purchasing railway sys- 
tems; but since tho investment pays 
handsomely, she will bo enabled in 
time to cancel tho entire debt out of her 
railway jjrofits. 
Altogether, the prog* 
ress which the empire has achieved jn 
various directions during the 
time 
jtnder review has been most remark- 
|.ble; and in view of the intense rivalry 
Detween the European IDO\K§I'S which

One of the greatest histoiiral book 
relics in existence is preserved iu a 
private library in Eufcland, in

Henry 1 to Edward VI took the cor^ 
onation oath. 
It is a manuacrii)t of 
tho four ovnugelists written on vollum, 
Tho binding, whioh is still in a state 
of perfect iiresorvation, 
consists of 
two oakon lioards, 
an inch 
thick, 
fastened together Avith stout thongs 
of leatherj with'the corners defended 
by largo brass bosses. 
On tho right 
hand side, as tho book is openod/is a 
crucifix of brass, which was kissed by 
tho king, 


A Hebrew Bible in tho 
Vatican 
library is claimed to bo the oldest in 
the world, and is valued iit $100,000. 
If not the oldest, it is doubtless tho 
heaviest, since it is so weighty that it 
takes two men to lift it, tlie binding 
being in heavy metal. 
It is stated 
that in the year ITiVl Pope Jules II, 
refused to sell this Bible for its weight 
in gold, the greatest price oilered for 
a book. 


The British museum has lately se- 
cured from Thibet a copy of the 
"Jangyni," the monster encycloiiedia 
of Thibetum Buddhism, and the larg- 
est set of volumes in existence. 
The 
Berit^s is composed 
of 225 volumes 
each of which is two feet long and six 
inches thick. The price paid was 3000 
rupees. 


Among largo Bibles a German edi- 
tion owned in Minneapolis,Minn., de- 
serves a prominent place. 
This vol- 
ume is over 200 years old, and is 
printed in type of large size. 
The 
pa^es are nearly two feet in length 
and of corresponding width. 
At the 
top of each page ia a line in red ink 
which reads. 
''This is a history,** 
and the work is ornamented with 
many 
illustrations 
of a decidedly 
primitive character. 


One of the most peculiar works in 
exiptence is a book entirely without 
printed matter, which is known as 
tho''Wordless Book." 
It has 
but 
ten leaves, twenty pages, each of dif- 
ferent color. 
For over 300 years it 
has been treasured in tho monastery 
of St. Rupert, 
where its 
wordless 
pages are reverently 
consulted 
on 
Easter, St. John's eve and Christmas. 
On these days, the monks claim, the 
leaves of the sacred volume become 
miraculously covered with approiDriate 
texts in characters of pure gold. 


Another strange unprinted book is 
in the ¡possession of the family of the 
Prince de Ligre, in France. 
In this 
volume the letters are neither M'ritten 
nor printed, but are all cut out of the 
finest vellum and pasted with infinite 
patience on blue paper. 
The book is 
said to be as easy to read as if printed 
from the clearest type. 
The German 
Emperor Kudolph II., 
is reported to 
have offered in 1G40 the enormous 
sum of 11,000 ducats for this remark- 
able and unique work of art. 


An almanac 3000 years old, found in 
Egypt, is j^reserved iu the British 
Mufjeum. 
It was found on the body 
of an Egyptian, and is supposed to be 
the oldest in the world. The days are 
written in red ink, and under each 
is a ligure followed by three charac- 
ters, signifying the probable state of 
the weather for that day. 
It is, of 
course, written on papyi'us. 


An interesting Norwegian mediaeval 
relic is on exhibition at the Museum 
of Antiquities 
in the University of 
Christiana, 
consisting 
of a wooden 
book. The pages, or tablets, of which 
there are six, are of boxwood covered 
with wax, each one having a thin 
border, so as to prevent them from 
sticking together on closing the book. 
The contents are 
chiefly drawings 
representing scenes frojn village and 
rural life. 
At the end is a largo cata- 
logue in Latin 
of various kinds of 
animals, with a translation 
into old 
Norwegian, 
The tablets are fastened 
together at the back, and tho cover 
is carved and inlaid with various small 
pieces of dilierently colored M'oods, It 
dates from the 12lh century, and was 
found in an ancient church. 


Tho smallest book ever printed is 
owned by the Boston public' library. 
It being a cojjy of Uanto's 
"Divine 
Comniedia." 
This volume, 
though 
containing 500 pages, is less than two 
inches stiuare, 
and two 
sheets of 
i:)aper Avere sufficient to contain tho 
whole 14,223 verses. 
The type was 
cast in lb50, and Feveral ineHectual 
attempts were made to linish 
the 
book, but the compositors and proof- 
readers abandoned the task because 
of the strain upon 
their 
eyes, and 
work was not resumed uijon the book 
until lh72. 
The typo Mas so small 
that the printers did not attempt to 
"distribute" it; so, alter 
using, it 
was melted, 
Tho type-setting alone 
required live years, and tho proof- 
reading was so difficult that not more

In tho jewel house of the Tower of 
London, is a book bound throughout 
in p;old, even to the wires of the 
hinges.

coat of arms, set in diamonds, j^oarls 
and rubies, forming, as regards work- 
mannVip and materials, tho most cost- 
ly book in the world.

John Meincr's distillery in Milwau- 
kee has not boon in operation for nine 
years. 
It is an old landmark, and is 
surrounded 
with tho inlerest 
that 
every old building in Milwaukeeawak- 
ens in the historianj 
The 
grounds 
about it are covered with grand old 
trees and rustic benchefi, and form n 
little b^^-way nook whoso existence 
one would not suspect from tho road 
outside the fence at tho south. 


But theobject of greatest interest in 
this unique place is an old api)le tree 
that was ])]anted 28 years ago, with 
its limbs in the ground and its roots 
in the air, and which still lives to bear 
fruit and sprout branches whore roots 
should be and roots where twigs 
and 
loaves should be, a curiositv to be- 
holders. 


Mr, Meincrs was induced to mako 
the trial through an old German le- 
gend. 


When Mr. Meiners planted his 25 
apple trees they showed no signs 'of 
life for a long time. 
Finally the one 
still remaining showed a leaf,softened 
by summer rains and ex])andedby the 
sun, and with a great deal of care it 
\vas nursed to a sturdy life. I t grew 
very slowly, and has not grown 
more 
than two feet in height since it was 
planted. 
It is now about four feet 
high, with a trunk 15 inches in diam- 
eter. 
The roots had a tendency 
to 
droop, aiid it was found iiecessary to 
prop them up with a trellis. 
Instead 
of growing vertically, they have ex- 
tended horizontally in long, slender 
arms. 
There are about 20 of 
these, 
radiating in all directions. Each year, 
as they grew longer, additional proi^s 
were put underneath, and they have 
extended along the trellis flat, straight 
as a ceiling, with little slender shoots 
running at right angles and intertwin- 
ing with one another so closely that 
they afford some protection from the 
rain to oae who may stand 
under- 
neath. The topis circular in form,and 
about 50 feet in diameter. 
The tree 
has born fiuit for abtrnt 20 years. The 
fruit is of good quality, but the vari- 
ety is not known 
by jMrs. 
Adolph 
Meyer, daughter of Mr, Meiners, who 
now occuiues the old homestead with 
her husband and 
family.—Meehan's 
Monthly.

MAKING CLASS 
EYES. 


More of Thoni tn l>o Now Thau Kvel 


lîororc. 


"The demand for artificial oyoa/* 
said tho proprietor of a glass eye fao* 
tory in Now York to a writer for the 
Washington Star recently, "was larger 
diiring the last two years than I have 
ever kuo^vn it to be, and I have been 
engaged in the manufacture of the 
article in question for the past quarter 
of a contnry, , Last year we sold 35-, 
000 artificial eves, or an increase of 
7000 over the previous ydar. 
Prior to 
that our sales would not exceed 20,000 
annuallv. 
The recent demand indi* 


V 


cates that more people are wearing 
glass eyes than formerly, and one of 
the chief reasons for this is ihat the 
false articles are sold cheaper and are 
made to resemble the natural organs 
more perfectly now than ever before. 
Hence the poor who are compelled to 
^vear glass eyes have little diiliculty 
in obtaining them, and rich people 
are less sensitive about wearing the 
artificial 
product 
when 
necessary. 
Ten years ago an ordiuary glass eye 
cost from $6 to $7, while those made 
to order with the pupil and the cornea 
carefully colorcd sold any\vhere from 
$12 to 350. 
Oompetitionhascut these 
prices down, until now an ordinary 
eye sells for §5, and the finer grades 
are worth from $10 to S'JO, according 
to finish. 


More gray eyes are manufactured 
than any other color ; then comes the 
blue and next the brown eye. 
The 
call for black eyes is quite rare. They 
are only made to order, and are seldom, 
if over, kept in stock. Opthalmia hos- 
pitals are the largest consumers of 
false eyes. 
These institutions buy in 
quantities, and naturally obtain their 
supply at reduced rates. 
They gen- 
erally purchase the ready-made eyes, 
which are used on poor patients who 
are not in a financial position to be 
fastidious either as to the quality or 
finish of the article. 
We have hun- 
dreds of customers scattered all over 
the country, for all of whom we keep 
duplicates, ready to ship when ordered. 
The best glass eyes do not last for 
more than a year, owing to the action 
of such moisture as the tear, the acids 
of which afi'ect the enamel, roughen 
the edges of the surface and very 
often cause a painful irritation of the 
evelids. 


''The process of manufacture is in- 
teresting. 
In itfe initial stage the eye 
is a long, slender stick of enamel,made 
of perfectly transparent and fusible 
flint glass. 
This is put into a cruci- 
ble and exposed to a great heat. Now 
the globeniaker places the enamel over 
a blowpipe supplied with air, which is 
pumped by a machine into a huge 
cylinder and stored under water pres- 
sure. 
Then under the careful manip- 
ulation of the workman the enamel 
tube is formed into an oblong globe, 
just the size and shai)e of the human 
eye. 
Next it passes into the coloring 
room, 'v^•here a correct tint is applied 
to the summit of the globe, and this 
is gently heated by a small flame and 
continuously rotated. 
When it has 
assumed the correct form of the iris 
more coloring matter is added to rep- 
resent the pupil, and it is then cov- 
ered by a thick layer of crystal to 
form the cornea. 
This done, the eye 
is cooled and sent to the cuttingroom, 
where it is formed into small hollow 
oval, 
^vith irregular edges. 
These 
edges are again lieated and the eye 
allowed to cool slowly. 
This temper- 
ing process toiTghens the enamel and 
renders it less liable to break. 
The 
finish work consists in polishing the 
eye, and when this has been com^jleted 
it is ready for the market. 


Mnrblo Ponds of Ferslii. 


That beautiful transpai^ent 
stone 
called Trabiz marble, much used in 
the burial 
places of Persia, and in 
their grandest edifices, consists of 
petrified water of ponds in certain 
parts of the country. 
This petrifac- 
tion may be traced from its com- 
mencement to its termination J in one 
imrt the water is clear, in a second it 
appears thicker 
and stagnant, ii} a 
third quite black, and in its last stage 
it is Avhite like frost. When the opera- 
tion is complete a stone thrown on 
its surface makes no impression, and 
one may walk over it without welting 
one's shoes. 
The substance thus pro- 
duced is b.itile and transparent, and 
sometimes 
richly 
striped 
Avith red, 
green and copi er color. 
Ho much is 
this marble, 
-which may bo cut into 
large slabs, looked upon as a luxury, 
tlmt none but the king, his sons and 
jiorsons especially jnivileged are i>er- 
mitted to take it,

DWARF LIFE IN AFRICA. 


DIMINUTIVE 
PEOPLE 
ARE 
NOTED 
TRAPPERS AND HUNTERS, 


Thoy liiivo CJuino Into Tortus » t » ii»d 
•\Vanilor From Ono Tlnre to Aiiolhor— 
Tlu'lr AVonuMi Intoi'nmrry AVhli Olhor 
Trlbort-Peculiar Customs,Thvlfty "W uy». 
"SVritinp ahont a tribe of little peo- 
ple in Africa, Oacar Roberts says: 


Most of these people are smaller 
than their BaUoko and Mabeya neigh- 
bors, bnt not all, as the d^yarf women 
are sometimes married 
into 
these 
tribes. 
They deserve the name dwarf 
more from the similarity of their habits 
to the true dwarfs further inland. 
They live a wanderinp:, 
Indian-like 
life, hunting. 
They have nets 120 
feet long and three or four feet high, 
a number of which they stretch across 
tho bush, and the men women and 
children drive tho game into these 
nets. 
They are experts in trapping 
too. 
They do not stay in one place 
long enough to plant, so they trade 
their game to their agricultural neigh- 
bors for vegetable food. These Mabeya 
head men have a certain kind of own- 
ership over them, sometimes furnish- 
ing them with powder and guns, and 
nets and a very little cloth for their 
game during the time they arc in that 
community, 
When not successful in 
the hunt, \l\ey must depend upon tho 
wild plants, nuts, honey, which they 
know so well how to lind. They often 
have a feast and more often a famine. 


Their sheds are from lifteen to iifty 
feet long, the leaf roof touching the 
ground on one side, and being about 
four feet and a half high on tho other 
side. 
When there are large trees the 
roofs are made of the bark of a tree 
four or live feet iu diameter, which 
often does not have time to crack and 
leak before the dwarfs want to move. 
Under these sheds are the pole beds, 
svnporiod by forked sticks four or five 
imdies from the gronnd. 
There is a 
space left for a fire between every two 
beds. If they have any boxes or small 
tin trunks, they keep them hid in the 
bush; there is nothing to be seen un- 
less they have a pot, or bowl, or bas- 
ket, a net or gun, or a native ax; and 
no man is rich enough to possess all 
of these. 
They can move all their 
possessions on tifteen minutes' notice; 
may be living here today and twenty 
miles away tomorroAV. 
Thi'ee moves 
do not equal one lire with them. 


For amusement a man goes through 
violent form of exercise,tryingtomove 
as many of the muscles of his body at 
one time as possible, the spectators 
clapping their hands and calling, beat- 
ing on sticks and their drums during 
the performance. 
They seem to be- 
lieve in one supreme being who is 
Gopd and kind, but, of course have no 
definite knowledge of 
him. 
They 
fear the spirits of the departed, 
and 
are said to move at once from a i')lace 
Avhere one of their number died. They 
fear and try to appease many evil 
spirits, one of which takes a dreadful 
form for his punishment. 
Among tho 
Maybeyas near here I know of but 
one blind man; yet it is the rule to 
lind one blind man in a community of 
from fifteen to fifty dwarfs, and some- 
times as many as three blind ones, 
made blind some night by the agent 
of this evil spirit as a punishment for 
some offense. 


Miss MacClean, a lady of Glasgow, 
has given the funds for the work for 
these people. 
It is the purpose to es- 
tablish a station about ninety miles 
from the beach, doing regular station 
Avork with the Mabeya-speaking peo- 
ple there, and at the same time doing 
everything possible 
for the speedy 
evangelization 
of 
these 
Avandering 
people. 
But the workers are needed, 
men with good constitutions and a 
real love for itinerating bush travel. 
If a man has a love for i^lants and in- 
sects and birds, so much the better. 
These people might be able to show 
him a medical property of some of the 
plants they know that would he help- 
ful to all. 
The power to shoot a par- 
rot out of a high tree with a Winches- 
ter ought not to be lightly overlooked 
in a country where everything iH eaten, 
from a snake to a monkey. 


TERRAPIN CULTURE. 


An Kxpert Talks Kntt'itiiiiihiirly About a 
IMoiituWIo ImluKlry, 


Mr. James C. Tawes, the state fish 
commissioner for tho Jiastern. hhore, 
lives in Orislield. 
He is an active 
and progressive busino>.s man, and 
nnnsually bright and intelligent, 
He 
has spent hislifeas adeilerin marine 
produclions, such 
aa 
lish, 
crabs, 
oysters, and terrapin, 
and is alert to 
note anything aflecting that iiulustry. 


Mr, Tawes is quite enthusiastic on 
the subject of restoring the supply of 
diamond-buck terrapin. 
The marshes 
and sandbanks are still there, 
the 
food of the terrapin is as abundant as 
ever, yet that prerious little reptile is 
fast becoming 
extinct. 
Yet 
Mr. 
Tawes is of opinion that they can be

the sandy beaches daily in search of 
thes» eggs, and carry them off to bo 


eaten as table luxuries, just as hon's 
oggfl and as a substitute for thom, 
Thoy are said to bo very rich and de- 
licious. 
Captain Tawes purposes, if 
he is given a suilicient 
appropriatit»u 
to justify it, to impound a number of 
females in a state pound or pounds 
and to hatch out the young ones ivom 
tho eggs. 
Thoy begin 
laying about 
tho middle of May and hatch iu about 
thirty days. 
The 
female 
tcrrnpin 
scratches a hole in the sand Avith her 
foro paAvs, deposit^ her eggs, from 
thirtoon to nineteen, in it, and tluui 
covers them up and leaves the heat of 
tho sun on the sand to hatch out the 
young terrapin. 


They are not much bigger Avhen 
hatched than a man's thumb nail and 
are as soft as dough.

around pretty lively and bogin to hunt 
for their food,consisting of vsmall lisli, 
crabs, etc. The first summer they aro 
quito small, and about tho first to tlm 
middle of NoA'ombor they go into thiMi 
Avintor quarters.

torn of some stream. 
Here they sh^p

It is, undoubtedly, Avhile the tern» 
pin slumbers in the mud that he n'' 
quires the peculiar qualities for Avhu h 
we admire him.

about, sleeping only at night. 
Q'lio 
terrapin sleeps night and day for 
or seven months of the year and takes 
his night naps, too, for the rest of tho 
year.
